kee United States Army Forces An- 
tilles (USARFANT), important but 

little known to many Americans, is the 
Army garrison of the curving chain of 
islands extending from Florida to the 
northern coast 
of South Ameri- 
eca—a broken 
thread of land 
connecting our 
Nation with 
many of our 
neighbors to the 
South. From 
bases in the 
ma tities, 
USARFANT 
guards the Car- 
ibbean and the 
vital lifeline of 
the Americas, 
the Panama 
Canal. 

Headquar- 
ters of the Antilles Army Forces is located 
in San Juan, Puerto Rico, at historic 
Fort Brooke, probably the oldest post 
under the United States flag, having been 
established in the early 1500's. 

Military personnel and their families 
stationed at Brooke find themselves living 
in an atmosphere strongly reminiscent of 
16th Century Spain. The headquarters 
building, begun by the Spaniards in 1521, 
is located on the Calle del Cristo, one of 
the oldest streets in the Americas. The 
Commanding General occupies gracious 
Casa Blanca, the longest continuously-in- 
habited residence in the Western Hemi- 
sphere, having been built in 1523 to house 
the family of Juan Ponce de Leon, first 
Governor of Puerto Rico, and one of the 
most famous of the Spanish New World 
Conquistadores. Massive El Morro for- 
tress, located on the western point of the 
island of San Juan, is the key to the 
city’s harbor. From the single tower and 
bastion, which were started in 1539, grew 
one of the finest examples of early fortifi- 
cations in the Spanish colonies. 

USARFANT is commanded by the au- 
thor, Brig. Gen. Edwin L. Sibert. It is 
a component of the U. S. Army Carib- 
bean commanded by Maj. Gen. Ray E. 
Porter, which is a part of the unified 
Caribbean Command under Lt. Gen. Mat- 
thew B. Ridgway. 

Puerto Rican troops units have been 
in existence in the New World for over 
four centuries. The original native militia 
in Puerto Rico was organized and trained 
by the Spaniards soon after the discovery 
of the Island by Columbus in 1498 and its 
initial colonization in 1509. At first the 
organization was small, but later a per- 
manent regiment was formed which dis- 
tinguished itself several times during 
historic British and Dutch attacks upon 
the Island during the many wars which 
have raged throughout the Caribbean. 
The first record of action by this unit in- 
dicates that in 1511 Juan Ponce de Leon,

Sec. Forrestal Opens the Case for Service Pay; 
Plan 4-Week Hearings; Budget OK Due Next Week 


Secretary of Defense James Forrestal told the opening meeting of the House 
Committee on Armed Services on 21 Feb. that “the most urgent problem and certainly 
one of the most important from the standpoint of the National Military Establish- 
ment efficiency has been the problem of Service pay.” 

The Secretary was the first witness before the apparently sympathetic commit- 


tee on the Kilday Bill for 
the increase of pay for per- 
sonnel of the Army, Navy, 
Air Foree, Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard, Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey, and the Public 
Health Service. 

He introduced the chair- 
man of hig advisory Commit- 
tee on Service Pay, Mr. 
Charles R. Hook, and two 
members, Mr. Lawrence H. 
Whiting and Mr. Keith S§. 
McHugh, who explained the 
background of the bill and 
how they reached their con- 
clusions. Their statements, 
published elsewhere in this 
issue, were particularly com- 
mended by the Committee 
members. 

The hearings were in prog- 
ress 21 and 22 Feb. They 
will be resumed 8 March by 
a subcommittee under he 
chairmanship of the _ bill’s 
sponsor, Representative Paul 
J. Kilday (D-Tex.). The 
delay is due to the absence 
of a number of the commit- 
tee members who are attend- 
ing the maneuvers in the 
Caribbean. Hearings will 
last, according to Chairman 
Vinson about four weeks, 
half that time being devoted 
to the strictly pay features 
and half to other elements 
bearing on it. 

Because the bill itself has 
not yet been approved by the Bureau of 
the Budget, Mr. Forrestal could not ax- 
press an opinion on the specific provi- 
sions before the committee. However, he 
advised them that an administration-ap- 
proved bill will be available next Mon- 
day, 28 Feb. 

While the President has not endorsed 
the terms of the present bill, which he 
told his press conference this week he 
has not yet had time te analyze, he de- 
finitely committed himself in his budget 
message to the principle of increased pay 
for the Services and went so far as to 
include $400,000,000 in his Budget esti- 
mates for the granting of pay increases. 

In the period before the resumption 
of committee hearings on 8 March, the 
professional staff of the Committee will 
study the detailed provisions of the com- 
plicated bill together with such recom- 
mended changes as may be involved in 
the forthcoming report from the Bureau 
of the Budget. 

Meanwhile, Representative Kilday told 
the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL that he and 
his staff would welcome any suggestions 
or comments from Service personnel in 
the field. Such comments, he said, could 
be sent to him at the House Office Build- 
ing, or to the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
which would turn them over to him for

his information. In this way, he said, he 
could learn the views of the men and 
women actually affected by the bill as 
well as the official departmental explana- 
tions.

While the Budget Bureau’s version 
igs expected next week, he said, the bill 
to be finally settled upon will be one 
written by the Committee after all the 
evidence is in.

Close Three Hospitals; 
51 Others Curtailed 


Secretary of Defense James Forrestal, 
on advice of his Medical Advisory Com- 
mittee, has directed the closing, as soon 
as possible, of three Army and Navy gen- 
eral type hospitals, reduction in status 
of three others to perform only emergency 
and temporary treatment, and that forty- 
eight smaller station-type facilities be 
restricted to dispensary type service. 

The three Army and Navy general hos- 
pitals which Secretary Forrestal, in a 
memorandum to the Secretaries of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force, has directed 
to be closed as soon as possible are the 
U. S. Naval Hospital, Pearl Harbor, T. 
H.; MeCornack (Army) General Hos- 
pital, Pasadena, Calif.; and the 22d 
(Army) General Hospital, Guam. 

The three other general hospitals which 
will be reduced to station hospital status 
are: 183d (Army) General Hospital, An- 
chorage, Alaska; Fort Totten (Army) 
General Hospital, Long Island, N. Y.; 
and Tilton (Army) General Hospital, 
Camp Dix, N. J. 

Specific recommendations approved by 
Secretary Forrestal pertain to hospitals 
and other military medical facilities in 
Continental United States and Alaska, 
Panama Canal Zone, Trinidad, Puerto 
Rico, Cuba, Bermuda, Germany, Hawaii, 
Guam and other Pacific Islands. One of 
the over-all initial results would be inac- 
tivation of approximately 7,000 beds 
through consolidation of all in-patient 
treatment in fewer hospitals. 

In addition to approving recommenda- 
tions for closing or reducing in status 
of six general hospitals and 48 station- 
type medical facilities, Secretary For- 
restal also approved recommendation 
that general hospital type patients from 
38 locations be sent to suitable hospitals 
of another service instead of being trans- 
ferred to more distantly situated hos- 
pitals of the same service. 

Other recommendations approved by 
Secretary Forrestal included: 

1) That all hospitals used jointly, or 
in common, by the Armed Forces be joint- 
ly staffed with medical personnel from 
the participating services. Further, that, 
in all geographical areas, joint utiliza- 
tion be made of civilian consultants now 
employed by the medical services, and 
that professional services of outstanding 
specialists in the respective regular med- 
ical corps of the Armed Forces be more 
freely used in common. 

(2) That the subject of hospitalization 
and continued improvement in the utiliza- 
tion of Armed Forces medical facilities 
and personnel be actively and progres- 
sively pursued in the Military Establish- 
ment by continued review and further 
study. 

Of the 48 station-type hospitals which 
will be reduced to Army type dispensaries, 
10 are located overseas. The 38 in Conti- 
nental United States are:

Caribbean Maneuvers 


The large aircraft carrier USS Franklin 
D. Roosevelt and the battleship USS 
Missouri, together with other major com- 
batant ships, departed from East Coast 
ports early this week for the Atlantic 
Command exercises in the Caribbean area. 

The exercises, largest and most exten- 
sive peucetime maneuvers ever held, will 
employ over 120 ships, several hundred 
aircraft and 35,000 men from Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps and the Canadian Army. 

One of the features of the exercises will 
be a simulated atomic bomb operation, 
with the bomb used as an offensive wea- 
pon. The mock bombing will be accom- 
punied by simulated guided missile at- 
tacks, 

Navy jet fighter planes will operate 
from aircraft carriers in the war maneuv- 
ers, with one jet fighter squadron of

D. Roosevelt. 

Admiral W. H. P. Blandy, Commander 
in Chief of the Atlantic Commund and 
the U. S. Atlantic Fleet will be in overall 
command of the exercises employing the 
unified group. Among those participating 
will be 4,000 Army troops, 5,000 Marines, 
a cadre of 700 Canadian Army troops and 
over 25,000 Navy personnel. The Air 
Force is sending three tactical Air con- 
trol units, and over 5,000 billets will be 
filled by officers and men of the Naval 
Reserve. 

The first division of the exercises, the 
Bermuda phase, will be highlighted by 
submarine and anti-submarine warfare. 
Six “Guppy-Snorkel” type submarines and 
eight stundard fleet subs will engage a 
striking force, protected by land based 
aircraft and Hunter-Killer type anti-sub- 
marine ships, on its way to protect an as- 
sault landing at Vieques Island, Puerto 
Rico. 

The exercises are divided into four 
phases with primary emphasis on the 
second, the Vieques Island phase. Vieques, 
just off Puerto Rico, will be assumed to 
be a part of the African-Eurasian land 
mass, an “enemy” area heavily fortified 
and held by a substantial number of 
troops. Three hundred and thirty U.S. 
Army officers and men from Fort Riley, 
Kansas and mechanical devices will be 
equivalent to 6,000 “enemy” troops. 

This force is composed of ships of the 
Amphibious Force; ground and air units 
of the Fleet Marine Force of the Atlantic 
Fleet ; Army units; three Canadian Army 
platoons, commanded by Captain R. J. G. 
Des Revieres, Royal Canadian Army ; The 
Joint Expeditionary Force, will attempt 
to “take” the Vieques stronghold on D- 
Day, March 2. 

The amphibious assault will be strongly 
supported during the landing by planes 
and big guns of the Second Task Fleet 
which primarily will be under the com- 
mand of Vice Admiral D. B. Duncan. The 
Second Task Fleet will be composed of 
57 ships, 14 landbased squadrons, 16 car- 
rier-based air squadrons, a_ helicopter 
group and several blimps. 

Prior to the assault on Vieques,- the 
Advanced Force will pave the way by 
making beach reconnaissance and raid 
maneuvers with underwater demolition 
teams removing beach obstacles. 

On 1 March, an attack Force will make 
a feint assault on Vieques, employing 
several ships, including the USS Missouri, 
and air supporting aircraft. The jet-fight- 
er squadron will participate in this 
maneuver. Naval and air gunfire support 
units will use live ammunition on this 
attack. 

On D-Day, the Joint Expeditionary 
Troops under the command of Marine 
Lieutenant General Keller G. Rockey, will 
“hit the beach.” The Army’s 65th infantry 
and supporting units will land on “Red” 





beach on the left flank and the Second 
Marine Division will take beach “Blue” 
on the right flank. Once ashore, the ‘“‘en- 
emy,” garbed ir their own distinctive uni- 
forms will engage them. The inland is ex- 
pected to be “secured” in three days. 

Marine Corps activities participating in 
the exercises are: Heudquarters, Fleet 
Main Force, Atlantic (less detachments) 
2nd Marine Division (less one battalion 
landing team, plus) Troop Training Unit, 
Amphibious Training Command, Atlantic 
Fleet, Ist Anti-aircraft Artillery Battal- 
ion, 2nd Combat Service Group (Medium) 
less detachments, 2nd Marine Air Wing, 
reinforced. 





Social Security For Services 

Chairman Doughton, of the House 
Committee on Ways and Means, intro- 
duced an administration bill this week 
that would give credit for time served in 
the Armed Services toward the old-age 
and survivor features of the Social Se- 
curity System. Hearings will start on the 
bill shortly. 

The measure provides that the govern- 
ment would pay into the Social Security 
account the entire cost of coverage for 
Service personnel while they are in the 
Armed Forces, so that when they return 
to civil employment they will not have 
lost credits for their period of service. 


More Army Warrant Officers 
Planned 


Army officials this week were complet- 
ing final preparations for formal an- 
nouncement of a program to obtain 
hundreds of new warrant officers to serve 
as unit administrators to commanding 
officers of combat companies. 

The position of unit administrator war- 
rant officer will be established in com- 
panies of the combat arms, such as in- 
fantry, combat engineers, engineer special 
brigades, artillery, armored cavalry and 
chemical mortar units. 

No decision has yet been announced as 
to whether the new warrant officer will 
replace an officer in these companies. 

It is expected that the appointments 
will be made this summer following 
world-wide examinations. 

Eligible will be officers and enlisted 
men of the first two grades who are ex- 
perienced in service with the combat 
arms. Warrant officers will not be per- 
mitted to take the examinations. 

Age limits will be between 21 and 45 
as of 1 July, 1949, except that persons 
who saw service in World War II may 
be older than 45 years of age. 

Officers taking the test must have at 
least two years’ service at regimental 
or lower level with combat units. Enlisted 
personnel must have a combat MOS. 

Full details concerning the new pro- 
gram are expected to be released shortly 
in an Army circular.

UPPORTING evidence on the pay re- 
port submitted this week by the Pay 
Board to the House Committee on Armed 
Services included the following material: 


AIR FORCE POSITION ON FLYING 
PAY (STUDY PREPARED FOR ADVISORY 
COMMISSION ON SERVICE PAY). 

Date: June 1948. 

Findings: 

1, Death rates of military pilots are over 20 
times that of commercial pilots. For each 
100,000 airplane hours in the military services 
9.6 pilots were killed; in commercial airline 
flying, 0.4 pilots were killed. 

2. During the last 11 years preceding the 
war, death rates of Regular Army (Air Corps) 
pilots was 9.6/1000 as compared with a 2-year 
postwar death rate of 12.0/1000—an increase 
of 25 per cent, demonstrating increasing mili- 
tary hazard. 

3. Flying Air Force had death rates due to 
aircraft accidents (10.3/1000) in 1947, over five 
times as great as those for nonflying Air 
Force officers (2.0/1000, all causes), 

4. On the basis of 12 years less life expect- 
ancy for flying officers, at age 22, a nonflyer 
can expect to reach age 70 and earn $282.702 
whereas a flyer can expect to reach age 58 and 
earn $269,623, including present flying pay; 
without flying pay, he would receive $72,000 
less than the nonflying officer. 

5. Administration of flight operations is on 
a sound and equitable basis. In 1947, 1,073 
flying officers were removed from duty for 
professional or physical reasons. 

6. Flying must be performed by senior offi- 
cers to insure correct top-level decisions 
based on current experience. 

7. In a poll of representative nonflying offi- 
cers, 85 per cent believed that there should be 
a differential for flying personnel. 

8, In a poll of representative flying person- 
nel, over 75 per cent of the officers and 90 per 
cent of enlisted personnel stated they would 
not continue on full military flying duty if 
flying pay were eliminated and a 5- or 10-year 
salary as death benefit were substituted. 

Recommendations: 

In view of the present international situa- 
tion and the need for air power of immediate 
combat readiness, we feel that this is no time 
for dangerous experimentation. We ask that 
any change in the present system of flying 
pay be undertaken only on the basis of con- 
crete evidence that such change will not ad- 
versely affect the career flyers who make up 
the fighting element of the Air Force, and that 
such change will not reduce the incentive of 
these officers, and their successors, to make a 
career of military aviation. 


BOARD ON FLYING PAY AND SUB- 
MARINE PAY 

Members: John Lord O’Brian, Chairman; 
Arthur W. Page, Roane Waring, members. 

Date: 1 December 1947. 

Summary: 

It is the opinion of the Board that the dif- 
ferent pay scale for flyers and nonflyers is 
not the best way to take care of the risks of 
flying, that the extra pay is not necessary to 
attract pilots, that the extra pay of flying 
genera] officers is not warranted, and the fly- 
ing requirements for the extra pay unneces- 
sarily risks managerial talent without ade- 
quate return to the Nation for the risk. 

Findings: 

1, Personnel accepting hazards in peacetime 
should be treated differently from those who 
do not. 

2. Extra*pay helps attract men to a risky 
business but is not, in this flying age, neces- 
Sary to attract good talent. 

3. Elimination of flying pay by itself with- 
out providing a substitute would lessen the 
air morale. 

4. Even though the expectation of life of an 
air officer may be less than that of a ground 
officer, a formula providing large extra pay 
to those who survive the risk would not ap- 
Propriately equalize the difference, 

5. There is no proof that high ranking air 
Officers would not be alert and competent un- 
less required to maintain youthful personal 
Physical efficiency or that good officers would 
fail professionally without extra pay, Statis- 
ties and performance indicate that the really 
useful period for a flyer is up to 35 years of 
age. Hazard of injury and loss of life justi- 

es the grounding of older men. 

Recommendations: 

1. Eliminate flying pay, as such, and sub- 
stitute— 

a. From 5 to 10 years’ pay as a death bene- 
fit for any death by accident in the perform- 
ance of duty in peacetime. This would apply 
to all men and women of all ranks of all de- 
fense services and be in addition to the Na- 
tional Service Life Insurance for which the 
holder pays and which covers death from all 
Causes. (The benefit proposed should be ‘sus- 
Pended on the opening of hostilities.) 

b. An adequate increase in the officers’ pay 
pe: the services to meet the rise in cost of liv- 
ine and removing the singular discrimination 
N pay now operating against those public 
Servants who have just performed a most sig- 
pe Service to the Nation. The Board concurs 
n the opinion of Mr. Forrestal that the scales

of service pay are no longer adequate and 
need revision, and concurs in his request that 
legislation be prepared to correct this condi- 
tion for submission at the next session of 
Congress. 

The Board believes that a death benefit bet- 
ter meets the problems arising out of avia- 
tion deaths than does extra pay. It does not 
believe that extra pay creating a preferred 
service in our national defense set-up is wise.

(Included also were summarizations of the 
1946 flight pay study and the report of the 
earlier Murray Board.) 


BACKGROUND OF FLYING PAY 
PROBLEM 

The study of previous investigations of the 
flying pay problem establishes the following 
general background for the current study: 

Flying pay was first authorized by Con- 
gress in 1913 to pay individuals for the haz- 
ard which they endured in military flying. 
It was first set at 35 per cent. Presumably, 
such hazards were of such a nature as to make 
it necessary for Congress to provide this ad- 
ditional compensation in order to procure in- 
dividuals for flying duty. The right to flying 
pay was restricted to those who actually flew. 
The amounts paid to the various groups of 
individuals involved did not differ materially 
because they were junior officers of approxi- 
mately the same rank. The casualty rate at 
that time was one per hundred hours of flight. 

In 1914, in order to encourage individuals to 
extend their detail on flying duty, three 
classes of aviators‘were established. Those 
classes were paid 25, 50, and 75 per cent, re- 
spectively. The World War came before any 
sizable expansion of the Air Corps had taken 
place. Flying pay was given for wartime ser- 
vice. No previous board or committee study- 
ing flying pay since the War has recommend- 
ed additional compensation for flying in time 
of an emergency. 

The National Defense Act of 1920 and the 
Pay Readjustment Act of 1922 provided 50 
per cent extra flying pay for those who par- 
ticipate in regular and frequent fights. The 
Morrow Board in 1925 recommended that fly- 
ing pay should be given to those whose duties 
required flying, or where necessary to keep 
an individual in training for future fiying. 
This board recommended a study looking 
toward the provision of adequate insurance 
for aviators killed in service. 

The War Department Appropriation Act of 
1934 and each subsequent appropriation act 
has limited officers not of the Air Corps, but 
attached thereto on flying duty, to a maxi- 
mum of $1,440 per year of flying pay. In 
effect, these acts have penalized officers not 
of the Air Corps. 

The Baker Committee in 1934 stated as fol- 
lows: “As flying pay in peace is based on the 
extra hazard of flying, it is equitable that the 
amount paid should bear direct relation to the

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President Praises Gen. Vaughan 

Presentation of the Minute Man award 
to Maj. Gen. Harry H. Vaughan, AUS, 
a peppery address by President Truman 
and a resolution calling for Federaliza- 
tion of the National Guard this week 
culminated National Security Week cele- 
brations under auspices of the Reserve 
Officers’ Association. 

Cited for his contributions to National 
Defense, General Vaughan, military aide 
to the Commander in Chief, wag lauded 
at a dinner of the Reserve Officers’ As- 
sociation in the Army-Navy Country 
Olub near Washington. 

President Truman warmly praised the 
service of his military aide in an informal 
speech, He said that “if any s.o.b. thinks 
he can get me to discharge any of my 
staff or Cabinet by some smart aleck 
statement over the air, he has got another 
think coming.” 

Obviously, the President was express- 
ing irritation over frequent reports that 
he was about to remove or appoint some 
member of the White House staff. 

Recently, Mr. Drew Pearson, a news- 
paper columnist, had been particularly 
critical of General Vaughan’s acceptance 
of a decoration from the Argentine Gov- 
ernment. 

This week, with General Carl Spaatz, 
USAF-Ret., former Air Force Chief of 
Staff, and General Jacob L. Devers, USA, 
Chief, Army Field Forces, General 
Vaughan received a decoration from the 
Mexican Government. 

Present at the ROA dinner at which 
General Vaughan received the Associa- 
tion’s Minute Man award were General 
Omar N. Bradley, described by President 
Truman ag “one of the ablest military 
men in the United States” ; and Maj. Gen. 
Hdward F. Witsell, The Adjutant Gen- 
eral, who praised General Vaughan as 
“a fine soldier and friend.” General Wit- 
sell said General Vanghan’s job was “not 
all parades and balls, Drew Pearsons and 
decorations.” 

President Truman condemned bitterly 
“the vicioug attacks” made against his 
military aide. He said he used the word 
“vicious advisedly” and maintained that 
these attacks were “unjustified and not 
directed at my aide but at me.” 

The President told the ROA meeting 
that he and General Vaughan were in 
training together at Ft. Sill, Okla., in 
1917 and that both served in the Field 
Artillery during World War I. The Presi- 
dent recounted how General Vaughan 
volunteered for service in World War II 
and how he returned to the United States 
from Europe only after suffering serious 
injuries in an airplane crash. 

He said that General Vaughan was not 
only a friend but “an able and efficient 
military aide” as well. Similarly, Presi- 
dent Truman praised the services of his 
two other aides, Brig. Gen. Robert Lan- 
dry, USAF; Rear Adm. Robert Dennison, 
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and

The President spoke highly also of the 
service of Generals of the Army George 
©. Marshall and Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

Col. Olarence Barnes, ROA president, 
and Brig. Gen. Arthur BE. Evans, ROA 
executive director, related the services 
General Vaughan has rendered the Na- 
tion and the Reserve Officers Association. 

It was General Vaughan who some 
time ago, prior to the convening of the 
Gray Board, evoked a controversy when 
he proposed merger of the National 
Guard and the Organized Reserve Corps. 
His proposal wag widely disseminated by 
the Reserve Officers’ Association. 

Such a step was again recommended 
thig week by the ROA’s executive com- 
mittee which endorsed the Gray Board 
recommendation for Federalization of the 
National Guard and directed that the 
ROA membership be polled on the ques- 
tion through each of the 53 Departments. 





Reserve Officer Relief 

Faced with a surplus of officers which 
it must eliminate in order to meet require- 
ments of the 1950 budget, the Army will 
authorize Reservists—except those in 
searce categories —to apply for relief 
from active duty. 

The ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL was told 
that Army commanders have been in- 
structed to inform Reservists who signed 
agreements to stay on active duty for two 
or three years that they may now apply 
for immediate separation. 

Heretofore, it hag been necessary for 
Reserve officers to show cause for such 
separation. Now it will not be necessary 
for the officer to present data reporting 
emergency situations in seeking relief 
from active duty. 

In addition to officers in critical spe- 
cialties, such as doctors and dentists, the 
Army is excluding from the new order 
those officers who were brought in under 
Selective Service. 

The Army now has on duty approxi- 
mately 73,000 officers or about 7,000 more 
than will be permitted in the 1950 budget. 
Additionally, hundreds of new officers 
will be brought on active duty in June 
from the U. 8. Military Academy and 
from the ROTC program. At the same 
time, the Army must make spaces avail- 
able for graduates of its officer candidate 
school. 





Army Under Secretary Resigns 

Under Secretary of the Army William 
H. Draper, jr., a wartime major general, 
has resigned his post to return to private 
life. When he came on active duty as a 
reserve officer in 1940, he was a vice presi- 
dent of Dillon, Read & Co., of which 
Secretary of Defense James Forrestal 
was head, 

The resignation of Under Secretary 
Draper followed closely the resignations 
of Assistant Secretary of the Navy Mark 
Andrews and Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy for Air John Nicholas Brown.

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Naval Uniform Changes 
Approved 


A number of minor changes in Navy 
uniform regulations, chiefly affecting 
summer uniforms, have been approved by 
the Secretary of the Navy and will be 
placed in effect in about 60 days. They 
include: 

Approval of a lightweight khaki rain- 
coat and rain cap cover as optional items 
for otticers, chief petty officers and stew- 
ards. Specifications are being prepared 
by the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts 
and it is expected that the raincoat will 
be available for purchase by June, 1949, 
selling for about $20. 

Khaki shirts made of tropical worsted 
or other lightweight wool fabrics as op- 
tional for use by officers, chief petty 
officers and stewards. 

The designation of khaki lightweight 
wool fabric uniforms and blue uniforms 
worn by chief petty officers and stewards 
as Service Dress, Khaki and Blue, respec- 
tively, conforming to the designations cur- 
rently authorized for commissioned and 
warrant officers. 

Prohibiting the wearing of black shoes 
and black socks with any uniform other 
than blues, eliminating their use with 
khaki and white uniforms and aviation 
winter working uniforms. Enlisted per- 
sonnel, however, will continue to wear 
black shoes and white socks with their 
white uniforms. 

Abolishing the uniform presently pre- 
scribed for officers and warrant officers 





consisting of white coat and blue 
trousers. 
In addition, previously announced 


changes affecting women’s uniforms and 
the wearing of insignia by enlisted per- 
sonnel will become effective in April. 
Under these changes, all enlisted 
women will wear gilt buttons on the blue 
coat, white coat and blue overcoat. Cur- 
rent regulations require all enlisted 
women to wear the officer-type hat and 
havelock by 1 April. However, as stocks 
of these articles are not yet adequate, 
additional time is being allowed. 
Changes: in enlisted men’s insignia, 
effective 2 April, include the moving of 
all rating badges to the left sleeve and 
the abolishment of seamen and firemen 
branch marks. In the future they will 
wear group-rate marks, as authorized. 





New Regs for Navy Medals 


Navy service ribbons are being reduced 
in size to conform with those of the Army, 
according to an announcement this week. 

The current %-inch ribbons authorized 
by the Navy are to be replaced with %- 
inch ribbons, although the change is not 
compulsory until 1 Oct., 1951. The two 
sizes, the Navy pointed out, however, may 
not be mixed. 

Insignia worn on ribbons has also been 
standardized under the new plan, and 
all stars and letters worn on ribbons will 
be of a uniform size in the future. 

At the same time the Navy announced 
that miniature decorations and medals, 
except the Medal of Honor, shall be worn 
on the evening dress uniform, and that 
large medals may be worn on the evening 
dress only if miniatures are not available. 
Miniatures may also be worn on civilian 
evening dress, the Navy said. 

When large medals are authoried for 
uniforms other than evening dress, the 
maximum number which can be worn at 
one time is restricted to the number that 
can be accommodated on one holding bar, 
which is five. 

When large medals are worn, other than 
on the evening dress uniform, the Presi- 
dential Unit Citation, Distinguished Unit 
Emblem or Navy Unit Citation Ribbon 
may be worn on the right breast in the 
same relative position as medals are worn 
on the left. If the individual has been 
awarded more than one of these ribbons, 
he may wear only the senior one. 
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Qualification In Arms 


Decision B-81288, Comptroller General’s 
Office, rules that additional pay for 
qualification in the use of arms in the 
Marine Corps may be made only to those 
serving in an enlisted status, and not to 
an enlisted man qualifying while a 
temporary warrant officer. 

The official digest of the decision fol- 
lows: “The right to payment of the addi- 
tional compensation prescribed for Ma- 
rine Corps enlisted men by Executive 
Order No. 9209, issued pursuant to section 
16 of the Pay Readjustment Act of 1942, 
for special qualification in the use of arms 
which they may be required to use arises 
only upon a proper qualification therefor 
obtained while serving in an enlisted sta- 
tus, and, therefor, such additional com- 
pensation may not be paid to an enlisted 
man who obtained his qualification as a 
earbine expert while serving as a tempor- 
ary warrant officer.” 





Trophies to Marine Reserve Units 


Maj. Gen. William T. Clement, Director 
of the Marine Corps Reserve, has an- 
nounced the award of attendance and unit 
newspaper trophies to ground organiza- 
tions at Pearl Harbor; Corpus Christi, 
Tex.; St. Louis, Mo.; and Newport, R. I. 

The “William M. Fleming Trophy” 
named for a Marine Reserve officer who 
received the Navy Cross posthumously 
for action at Cape Gloucester in 1944, was 
awarded to “C” Battery, Third 155mm 
Howitzer Battalion, USMCR, Newport, 
for maintaining the highest average at- 
tendance at weekly training periods 
throughout 1948. Commanding officer is 
Capt. Martin F. Barrett, USMCR. 

The “Lawrence H. Flynn Trophy” 
named for a Marine Reserve sergeant who 
won both the Army and Navy Silver Star 
for action at Guadalcanal and New 
Georgia, and who was killed in action at 
New Georgia in July, 1943, was awarded 
to “D” Company, 13th Infantry Battalion, 
USMCR, at Pearl Harbor, for attaining 
the highest percentage of attendance at 
annual fiold training in 1948. Commanding 
officer is Maj. George L. H. Cooper, US- 
MCR. 

The “Solomon I. Blechman Trophy,” 
named for a Marine combat correspond- 
ent who died of wounds received in action 
at Guam in July, 1944, was awarded to 
the Third Infantry Battalion, USMCR, 
St. Louis, for publication of the best unit 
newspaper printed by the letterpress or 
offset process in 1948. Commanding Offi- 
cer is Lt. Col. Claude W. Stahl, USMCR, 
and editor of the unit newspaper, Your 
Dope Sheet, is Sgt. W. Goldstein, USMCR. 

The “John Barberio Trophy,” named 
for a Marine combat correspondent who 
died of wounds received in action at Iwo 
Jima in February, 1945, was awarded to 
“B” Company, 15th Infantry Battalion, 
USMCR, Corpus Christi, for publication 
of the best unit newspaper by the mimeo- 
graph process in 1948. Commanding offi- 
cer is Ist Lt. Drexel E. Giersiorf, USMCR, 
and editor of the unit newspaper, The 
Citman, is First Lieutenant Anton Froe- 
lich, USMC.

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Cartail AF Promotions 

Plans for promotion of 600 Air Force 
officers to the temporary rank of lieuten- 
ant eolenel have been revised downward, 
bringing to a total of 1,000 the number 
of temporary promotions eliminated be- 
cause of budgetary restrictions. 

Air Force officals said this week that 
only 400 majors would receive temporary 
advancement, instead of the 600 originally 
planned. 

Previously, it had been announced that 
instead of 4,000 temporary promotions, 
= Force would be able to make only 
3,200. 

Oriteria for the selection of officers for 
temporary advancement to the grade of 
lieutenant colonel remain unchanged. 
What the new action means ig that there 
will be the same competition for fewer 
vacances. 

At the same time, it was revealed that 
the criteria for temporary promotions to 
the grade of major have been expanded to 
include all permanent captains. Dligible 
therefore for these temporary promo- 
tions will be those officers who were made 
— captains as recently as 2 Jan. 

It is reported that 1,000 officers will 
receive temperary advancement to major, 
with the board slated to meet in mid- 
April. 

The board to consider officers for tem- 
porary advancement to lieutenant colo- 
nel, for which approximately 8,000 officers 
are eligible, is now in session. Air Force 
policy is to withhold names of board 
members until the recommendations are 
completed. 

On 1 March, a board to consider 8,500 
officers for temporary advancement to the

Newest Jet Fighter 


The Air Force’s newest jet fighter, the 
Republic XF-91, started ita taxi tests this 
week at Republic’s Farmingdale, Long 
Island, plant. 

The XF-91 is designed as an interceptor 
fighter to be used as a local defense 
weapon capable of combatting enemy 
bombers and such missiles that come 
within its range and capabilities. Pow- 
ered by a turbo-Jet engine, the interceptor 
incorporates rocket motors for accel- 
erated takeoff and climb and for opera- 
tions at high altitude. 

The X¥-91's thin wings are swept back 
and have the appearance of being wider 
at the wingtips than at the wing and 
fuselage junction. The horizontal and 
vertical tail surfaces are also swept back. 
The wing span of the aircraft is approxi- 
mately 80 feet and its length over 45 
feet. The landing gear is composed of 
two wheels in tandem under each wing 
and a conventional nose gear. The XF-01 
is equipped with a pilot ejection seat, 
cabin pressurization, and refrigeration 
for the pilot at high speeds. 

The XF-91 is scheduled to begin flight 
tests soon at Muroc, Calif., AFB. 





XC-99 to Carswell AFB 


The XC-90, the world’s largest land 
plane, capable of transporting 400 fully 
equipped troops, is nearing completion of 
tests requisite to its acceptance by the Air 
Force. 

The huge plane, 20 feet longer and 10 
feet higher than the B-36, will be assigned 
te Carswell AFB, Tex., after its accept- 
ance. The plane weighs 265,000 pounds 
and has a top speed of more than 800 
miles per hour. 
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Sec. Forrestal Flies TF80 

Secretary of Defense James Forrestal 
took his first ride in a jet airplane 20 Feb., 
in a Lockheed TF-80, the U. 8. Air Force 
jet trainer. 

With Oapt. Richard F. Kenney, USAF, 
as pilot, the Defense Secretary climbed 
into the two-place speedster at Washing- 
ton National Airport and seconds later 
was flying more than 500 miles an hour. 
The plane has a top speed over 600 miles 
an hour. 

At one point Mr. Forrestal took over 
the plane’s controls and made “a few 
gentle turns.” He later expressed satis- 
faction with its “speed, smoothness of 
control and surprising quietness.” 

The TF-80 is a trainer version of the 
Lockheed F-80 Shooting Star, standard 
Air Force jet fighter, and is used by the 
Air Force to train aviation cadets to fly 
jets. It is also on order for the U. S. Navy. 
Another version of the TF-80, designated 
the F-94, has been ordered by the Air 
Force as a new all-weather jet fighter.

Military Governor of the Island, took to 
the field with a handful of men to subdue 

an Indian uprising. 

- A year after U. S. troops landed in 
1898, the U. S. Army Military Government 
called for volunteers for the “Porto Rico 
Battalion of Volunteer Infantry.” In 1900 
the “Porto Rico Regiment of U. S. Volun- 
teers” was organized. The Regiment was 
finally redesignated as the “65th Infantry 
Regiment, U. S. Army” in 1920. It is 
comprised of Insular and Continental 
officers and Insular enlisted men. 

The Puerto Rican Regiment accepted 
difficult tasks and obligations when it be- 
came an organization in the United States 
Army and fulfilled them during two 
major wars. Today the 65th Infantry 
Regiment is one of the most modern and 
versatile units of our Army. As the prin- 
‘cipal component of a Regimental Combat 





Team which includes the 504th Field Ar- 
tillery Battalion and the 531st Engineer 
Combat Company, the 65th Infantry not 
only undergoes intensive training in 
ground warfare but also conducts exer- 
cises to insure mobility on land and sea 
and in the air. At least three days each 
month are devoted to combat team field 
exercises, in which other USARFANT 
Combat and Service elements participate. 
The splendid performance of the 65th 
Comhat Team as part of the 2d Marine 
Division on Vieques Island, nine miles 
east of Puerto Rico proper, in February 
1948 earned the commendation of the 
senior Marine officers present. 

During the perind December 1948 to 
March 1949, the 65th will conduct am- 
phibious training on Vieques Island under 
the supervision of the Commanding Gen- 
eral, Troop Training Unit, U. S. Atlantic 
Fleet, and will participate in Fleet Land- 
ing Exercises with the 2d Marine Divi- 
sion. Both of the latter are under com- 
mand of the Commander, Amphibious 
Forces, Atlantic Fleet. Among the major 
units are the 18th Mechanized Cavalry 
Reconnaissance Squadron and the 98th 
Antiaireraft Artillery Gun Battalion. 

USARFANT troops are also trained as 
air-landing troops. Last year’s training 
in this specialty was climaxed by the 
aerial return of the 65th Infantry’s 3d 
Rattalion to Puerto Rieo from Trinidad. 
This smoothly-coordinated oneration, eon- 
ducted in conjunction with the U. S, Air 
Force’s Antilles Air Division, was eom- 
pleted without mishap, with the Battalion 
landing at San Juan three and a half 
hours after taking off from Trinidad, 625 
miles to the South. 

In spite of the large number of widely 
dispersed installations at which USARF- 
ANT maintains troops. efforts to elimi- 
nate overhead have resulted in this com- 
mand having a very high ratio of ecomhat 
to service troops. This would enable 
USARFANT to put the 65th Infantry 
Regimental Combat Team and other com- 
bat units, which constitute the major 
proportion of the command, in the field 
on short notice in case of emergency. 

Fort Buchanan, a short distance from 
San Juan, is the scene of technical and 
supply activities for USARFANT. The 
Army’s Port of San Juan is located near 
the post, and Transportation Corps per- 
sonnel stationed there are responsible for 
handling perishable food and supplies of 
all other descriptions for USARFANT 
and for the Antilles Air Division’s numer- 
ous bases which stretch 1,700 miles from 
Jamaica to British Guiana. The technical 
and supply services of USARFANT ex- 
pedite shipment of anything from a reel 
of movie film to ponderous earth-moving 
equipment along this vast supply line. 

Because of the fact that many of its 
Insular personne] are bilingual in English 
and Spanish, USARFANT is often called 
upon to conduct tactical and technical 
training for officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers of various Latin-American 
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Republics. The excellent training facili- 
ties in Puerto Rico are especially useful 
in furthering this program of assistance 
to our neighbors in the Americas. 

The Civilian Components program of 
USARFANT is a source of amazement to 
every visitor to Puerto Rico. The Puerto 
Rico National Guard has made great 
strides in organization and training. In 
November 1948 most of its units were 
fully organized and Federally-recognized. 
The Puerto Rico National Guard has con- 
sistently led units of the various States 
and Territories in recruiting and activa- 
tion of its units. Despite the lack of 
armory facilities in Puerto Rico, the Na- 
tional Guard’s training record is enviable. 
Officers and men turn out in great num- 
bers every Sunday to participate in the 
training program, The attendance at the 
summer training camps in 1947 and 1948 
at Camp Tortuguero was such that 
the large camp’s facilities were sorely 
strained. 

The Organized Reserve Corps in Puerto 
Rico saw its first unit activated on 12 
February 1948. It has been growing 
steadily ever since, with interest com- 
parable to that demonstrated by Puerto 
Rican Guardsmen. The Island is divided 
into three areas based on location of 
Reservists. Enthusiasm and eagerness to 
learn are outstanding, and Reservists are 
conscientiously striving to meet the high 
standards set for them by the Department 
of the Army. 

The Reserve Officers Training Corps of 
the University of Puerto Rico is divided 
into two units, one located at the Uni- 
versity proper in Rio Piedras and the 
other at the College of Agriculture and 
Mechanical Arts at Mayaguez. The in- 
terest and ability of the students is best 
demonstrated by the fact that the “War- 
rior of the Pacific Trophy,” presented an- 
nually to a Senior Infantry ROTC unit 
for excellence in rifle marksmanship, has 
been awarded to the University of Puerto 
Rico’s ROTC unit for victory in the 1948 
competition. Many of these young men 
are entering upon tours of active duty in 
competition for Regular commissions and 
it is evident that rivalry will be keen. 

By expending a large proportion of its 
effort on the Civilian Components, the 
United States Army Forces Antilles unites 
its Regular, National Guard, and Reserve 
elements into a single team which can 
both carry out assigned tasks and main- 
tain a skeleton Army establishment cap- 
able of being expanded during wartime 
to utilize the military manpower to be 
derived from the 2,250,000 inhabitants of 
Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands. 





Air Attache Duty 

The Air Force has revised requirements 
for enlisted assignments with Air Attache 
offices to maintain high standards of 
mental and physical fitness among the 
airmen working with foreign nationals. 

General requirements for an overseas 
assignment with an Air Attache office in- 
clude the following: 

The airman must be a member of the 
Regular Air Force with at least five vears 
service and in one of the first three en- 
listed grades. He must volunteer for the 
assignment, be neat in appearance, have 
a minimum AGCT score of 110, be an 
American citizen by birth; and must be 
serving in the United States. If married, 
his wife must be a citizen by birth. 
Foreign language ability is desirable but 
not required. 

Additional special requirements include 
the following: 

Personnel must be highly qualified in 
military occupational specialities re- 
flected by the following SSNs; 213, 405, 
502, 622, 623, 766, S05, 945, 2750, 2756. 
Crew chiefs must be highly qualified on 
C-47 type aircraft. Radio operators must 
be highly qualified in maintenance and 
operation of equipment installed in C-47 
type aircraft. Under exceptional circum- 
stances, USAF headquarters may waive 
any of these requirements. 

Normal tour of duty ranges between 
two and three years, depending upon the 
country to which assigned. One-year ex- 
tensions may be approved in cases where 
airmen have demonstrated outstanding 
ability.

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Desperate NME Medical Shortage 


The entire National Defense program 
may be gravely handicapped unless suf- 
ficient physicians and dentists volunteer 
for service with the Armed Forces, Sec- 
retary of Defense James Forrestal said 
yesterday. 

He told a press conference yesterday 
that the situation with regard to doctors 
and dentists is “critical” and will get 
worse as 4000 young doctors, trained at 
government expense, will complete two 
years active duty within the next few 
months. 

Secretary of the Air Force W. Stuart 
Symington has notified Secretary For- 
restal that “the Air Force is in a critically 
serious situation with respect to its med- 
ical component. We are in grave trouble 
and it’s getting worse.” 

Added retiring Under Secretary of the 
Army William H. Draper: “In the Army 
the situation is more serious than in the 
Air Force. There is now serious doubt 
that there are sufficient doctors to pro- 
vide the necessary medical care of persen- 
nel on active duty in the Army.” 

Secretary Forrestal revealed that the 
National Military Establishment, the 
American Medical Association and the 
American Dental Association will launch 
a cooperative all-out campaign to obtain 
the service of 15,000 young physicians and 
dentists who were deferred from the draft 
and excused from combat in order to com- 
plete their professional education during 
World War II. 

This group will be called upon to al- 
leviate the medical and dental officer 
shortage, which is expected to reach 1600 
physicians and 1160 dentists by June and 
go to 2200 physicians and 1400 dentists by 
the end of the year. 

Sternly, Secretary Forrestal warned 
that if sufficient volunteers do not come 
forward, the NME will be forced “to resort 
to more drastic means, such as holding 
men in the Service beyond their normal 
time or asking Congress to pass a draft 
law.” 

The difficulty of obtaining sufficient 
medical personnel was indicated in See- 
retary Forrestal’s statement that only 30 
physicians and 20 dentists were recruited 
last month.

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Bes Signal Corps of the United States Army next week will observe its 86th 
birthday. Its official history dates from President Lincoln’s approval on 3 March, 
1863, of a Congressional enactment authorizing its organization. However, its un- 
official history is several years older. The father of the Signal Corps and its first 
chief was Maj. Albert J. Myer, whose name is perpetuated in the headquarters 
Army post adjoining the nation’s capital. Major Myer was an Army surgeon who 
became interested in signals while devising a sign language for the deaf. This led 
to his development of a semaphore signal system, utilizing vari-colored flags, which 
was adopted by the Army in 1859, on the recommendation of a board of officers 
headed by Colonel Robert BD. Lee. Major Myer became the Army Signal Officer in 
1860, and three years later the new branch of the Army was officially formed. Through- 
out its history the Signal Corps has been a pioneer in the rapid advance of 
military and civilian communications. It ran the early telegraph from frontier 
posts to isolated settlements. It established land lines and later radio stations in 
Alaska, The United States Army Signal Corps led the world in accurate weather 
forecasts. From daguerreotype to television its photographers recorded history through 
the years. Our first military airplanes were flown by adventurous Signal Corps 
pilots. In combat, Signal Corps communications have met every test. The wigwag 
flags, the heliograph, the homing pigeon, the telegraph, the telephone, the radio- 
teletypewriter and the scrambler radiophone have all been employed in various 
conflicts by Signal Corps technicians in transmitting vital information from front 
line to field headquarters. The communications engineers of the Corps realize that 
theirs is not a static profession. Within their laboratories research and development 
are continuous. New methods of warfare require revolutionary changes in military 
communications. Supersonic speeds of aircraft, guided missiles and atomic weapons 
demand instantaneous transmission of intelligence. The volume of communications 
traffic in a future conflict will vastly exceed the unbelievable record set in the recent 
war. It will require new and greatly improved equipment, which must be highly 
mobile and capable of functioning constantly at high speed under the most adverse 
conditions. New devices are in the process of development, which are easily transport- 
able by air, simple to install, operate and maintain, and extremely durable. Television 
and facsimile transmission open broad new fields in combat intelligence which 
are being thoroughly explored by Signal Corps officers of the highest professional 
attainments. The achievements of the Signal Corps in “modernizing military com- 
munications to meet the lightning speed of atomic warfare” were recently recog- 
nized in the award by the Poor Richard Club of Philadelphia, of a Citation of 
Merit to the Army Chief Signal Officer, Major General S. B. Akin, whose brilliant 
service on the staff of General Douglas MacArthur throughout the war in the 
Pacific led to his selection by the President to head the Signal Corps. While military 
communications engage the greater number of Army Signal technicians the Corps 
also operates a great pictorial service. A very important phase of this activity 
is the production of training films. These proved such an outstanding success during 
World War II that similar projects in the field of visual education have been under- 
taken by many of our schools and colleges. The members of the Armed Services 
join in felicitating the officers and enlisted personnel of the Signal Corps on their 
anniversary. 


EMBERS of the Armed Forces are watching with great interest the joint ex- 

ercises now in progress in the Caribbean, under Naval direction. For the first 
time in our history the maneuvers will include the simulated use of atomic bombs 
and guided missiles. While the participating units are predominately Naval, the 
Army and the Air Force will also be represented, and in addition some 700 troops of 
the Canadian Army will be engaged, giving tangible evidence of growing solidarity 
in hemispheric defense, These exercises indicate the striking post-war change in 
our concept of Naval warfare. Under pre-war conditions we would expect to find 
considerable numbers of capital ships participating in fleet maneuvers, However, on 
this occasion the only battleship present is the Missouri, while the only large carrier 
is the Franklin D. Roosevelt. There are other surface vessels involved, including 
three carriers, three cruisers and 19 destroyers, but the principal interest in the ex- 
ercises will be in the demonstration of the effectiveness of atomic weapons, guided 
missiles, modern submarines, anti-submarine techniques, jet aircraft, and new methods 
of amphibious warfare. The first phase now in progress off Bermuda is highlighted 
by submarine and anti-submarine operations, in which both standard submarines 
and six new “Guppy-Snorkel” types are being utilized. Next week the principal feature 
will be an amphibious assault on the island of Vieques, just off Puerto Rico. It will 
begin on 1 March with a feint, supported by naval and anti-aircraft fire, using live 
ammunition, and simulated atomic weapons and guided missiles. The next day an 
assault landing will be made by a joint force under Marine command, consisting of 
American and Canadian Army troops and a Marine division. The beach will be de- 
fended by a token Army detachment from Fort Riley. The island will represent a 
shore area on the African-Eurasian land mass. Every effort will be made to approxi- 
mate actual conditions. Subsequently Naval units will engage in further submarine 
and anti-submarine exercises, and in anti-aircraft firing on towed targets. These 
realistic maneuvers will last approximately one month and should be productive 
of excellent results. Only through the continued use of new weapons and techniques 
in this way can the Armed Forces advance professionally and at the same time deter- 
mine positively the powers and limitations of modern tools of war.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—If the recommendations of the Hoover Commission on Govern- 
ment Organization are approved the Army will probably retain indefinitely the 
responsibility for control of occupied areas in Germany and Japan, For the past 
three years the Army has tried unsuccessfully to transfer this control to the State 
Department, which has been reluctant to assume the obligation. 

The Hoover Commission in its report to Congress this week on the reorganization 
of the State Department devotes considerable attention to the matter and concludes 
that this responsibility should remain with the Army, or be assigned to a new agency. 
In either event the State Department would continue to determine policy, to be 
carried out by an administrative department in accordance with instructions from 
the Secretary of State. The Commission feels that on occupation matters the theater 
commanders or high commissioners should report directly to the State Department, 
instead of through the Department of the Army as at present. 

Both Secretary of State Dean Acheson and Defense Secretary James Forrestal 
are members of the Hoover Commission and under ordinary circumstances the report 
would be regarded as reflecting their views. However, because of their official 
positions both of these cabinet members refrained from participating in the opinions 
expressed by the Commission on this subject. 

Mr. Hoover and his associates point out that there is at present a dual respon- 
sibility for the occupied areas. The State Department formulates policies, which 
are executed and administered by the Army. This has resulted, in the opinion of the 
Commission, in serious frictions almost from the outset. The basic difficulty, the 
Commission believes, is due to uncertainty and delay in the preparation and enun- 
ciation of policy, and the consequent tendency of the administrative agency, through 
daily decisions, to make its own policy. 

However, the Commission concludes that present circumstances do not require 
the assumption of administrative responsibility by the State Department. It feels 
that it should remain with the Army, or be assigned to a new Administration of 
Overseas Affairs, but it recommends that the administrative agency receive instruc- 
tions from and report to the State Department, with a direct channel of communica- 
tions from overseas to the Secretary of State. 

The Commission finds that the weakest and least effective unit in the State 
Department is Research and Intelligence. This it believes is due in part to a basic 
misconception of the intelligence needs of the department. Its relations with the 
Central Intelligence Agency, the Commission reports, partake of rivalry rather than 
cooperation. The Commission also criticizes the public relations activities of the 
department, which it declares are weak, due to the absence of a single high official 
responsible for contacts with the press and public. It recommends that press rela- 
tions be placed directly under an Assistant Secretary for Public Affairs. 

The Commission proposes that the two personnel systems—one for the foreign 
service and one for departmental posts, now administered separately—be merged. It 
recommends that visa control and munitions export control be transferred to the 
Justice and Commerce Departments. 

Many of the changes recommended can be effected by administrative action and 
do not require legislation. Since the Secretary of State is a Vice Chairman of the 
Hoover Commission it is assumed that he will take appropriate action to carry out 
these proposals. 

The formulation of the proposed new North Atlantic Security Treaty is nearing 
completion. Provisional agreements among the probable signatories have been reached 
on many of its features and it is likely that a tentative draft will be made public 
soon. As a result of recent conversations in Washington between Secretary of State 
Acheson and Halvard Lange, Norwegian Foreign Minister, it is regarded as certain 
that Norway will be a founding member of the Atlantic Alliance. On his return to 
Norway the minister presented the matter to the dominant Labor Party and received 
its overwhelming endorsement. Favorable action by the Storthing, the Norwegian 
parliament, is expected soon. 

Norway’s adherence to the Atlantic Pact will probably prevent the formation 
of the Scandinavian Alliance, sponsored by Sweden. The Swedes have definitely 
decided against entering the Atlantic Alliance, and Denmark is also apparently 
inclined to remain out of it. 

Secretary Acheson has discussed with members of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee and other Senate leaders the details of the proposed treaty. These meetings 
were not public, but it is understood that the alliance was strongly supported by 
leaders of both political parties. Senators Arthur E. Vandenberg and Robert A. Taft, 
influential Republican leaders have announced their support of the treaty, and little 
opposition is expected by the administration forces on the Democratic side. 

Peace in Palestine came close to a reality this week. Egypt and Israel signed 
a formal agreement for a military armistice this week and delegates from Trans- 
jordan have gone to Rhodes to begin negotiations with the Jews next week. Similar 
discussions with other Moslem countries are likely to follow soon. The success of 
the peace talks between the Egyptians and Jews represents a personal triumph for 
Dr. Ralph J. Bunche, the American negro who is serving as a mediator for the 
United Nations. While the agreement that has been concluded is a military armistice, 
with political questions reserved for later decision, there seems to be no probability 
that hostilities will be renewed. The venerable Chaim Weizman has been inau- 
gurated as president of Israel, and the new state has already started rehabilitation 
measures in the war-torn Holy Land. ; . 

The British and American crews operating the Berlin airlift celebrated Wash- 
ington’s birthday by transporting 7,500 tons of food and fuel to the western sections 
of the beleagnered German capital. On the following day, with striking impartiality, 
the airmen observed Red Army Day by establishing the record movement of 7,900 
tons, a new record that approximates the average of 8,000 tons normally received 
daily by western Berlin prior to the Russian imposition of the hunger blockade. 

In an order of the day which marked the observance of Red Army Day on 23 
February, Soviet Marshal Nikolai A. Bulganin, minister of the armed forces, directed 
Russia’s fighting forces to maintain constant combat readiness against the United 
States. He charged that America seeks to establish world domination by force through 
a policy of aggression. 

In Moscow the Russians announced the publication of an anti-American book 
authored by Annabelle Bucar, an American girl, who was formerly a clerk at the 
United States Embassy. She married a Russian and resigned her post a year ago, 
to remain in the Soviet Union. Her book is supposed to be an exposé of black market 
operations by U. S. Ambassador Walter Bedell Smith and his staff. General Smith, 























now in Walter Reed Hospital in Washington, promptly denied the absurd charges. 

Efforts at peace negotiations in China are still getting nowhere, but at the same 
time the cessation of hostilities has continued for more than two months. Some 
indication of possible renewed Communist military activity has caused Nationalist 
President Li to warn the Reds that there can be no thought of peace should they 
attempt to cross the Yangtze River. Red armies are now close to the northern 
bank of that waterway. Premier Sun Fo who has established his government at 
Canton has indicated that he favors continued nationalist resistance to the Red 
advance. 

Bulgaria has bluntly rejected an American note branding the treason charges 
against 15 Protestant churchmen in that country as unfounded and ludicrous. In 
a strongly worded protest our Government said that the United States regarded the 
arrest of the clergy as a “blatant, terroristic effort” to intimidate small religious 
minorities and to discredit their leaders. Under our treaty with Bulgaria that country 
is pledged to assure freedom of religious worship. 

By a margin of only two votes the moderate Social Democratic government 
of Finland, attacked by both right and left, won a parliamentary vote of confidence 
this week. The left-wing, Communist-dominated Popular Democrats and the extremely 
conservative Agrarian Union joined in sponsoring a motion for a vote of censure 
which barely failed. 

In a measure to give permanent authorization to the Central Intelligence Agency 
favorably reported to the Congress this week by the unanimous vote of the House 
Armed Services Committee there is included a provision to admit to the United States 
as non-quota immigrants a limited number of aliens, not to exceed 100 each year, 
who aid American intelligence agents. This would serve as an incentive to foreigners 
to furnish our representatives with valuable information. 


Reorganization of Defense Departments—Advance speculation in the press as 
to the contents of the forthcoming report of the Hoover Commission on the National 
Security Organization forecasts the downgrading of the Secretaries of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force to Under Secretaries for their respective activities, directly 
under the Secretary of Defense. At the same time it is reported that the Commission 
would take away the present right of these officials to appeal to the President from 
decisions of the Secretary of Defense and Director of the Budget affecting their 
activities. ‘ 

According to published reports the Commission was divided on the question 
of demotion of the Service Secretaries, with former President Herbert Hoover, chair- 
man of the Commission, and three of his associates, former Representative Carter 
Manasco, Arthur S. Flemming and George H. Mead, voting against any change in their 
status. It is understood that Mr. Hoover felt that the proposed reduction of the 
rank of the Secretaries would diminish their effectiveness, lessen civilian control 
over the Armed Forces, and make it more difficult to interest outstanding individuals 
in accepting such appointments. 

Some weeks ago the Commission released the report of its task force which 
studied the organization of the Military Establishment. This report, prepared under 
the direction of Ferdinand Eberstadt, failed to recommend any change in the status 
of the Secretaries of the three Departments, but did propose a number of measures 
to strengthen the authority of the Secretary of Defense. Former Secretary of War 
Robert P. Patterson, who wag a member of the task force, vigorously dissented from 
the report and recommended that the three departments be merged in a single De- 
partment of Defense. If advance speculation is accurate the report of the Commission 
would go farther toward unification than that of the task force, but not as far as 
the position taken by Mr. Patterson. 


Army Nurse Corps—Capt. Ruby Bradley, a former prisoner of war of the Japa- 
nese, has just reported for her second tour of duty at Walter Reed General Hospital. 
She has been assigned as Head Nurse of the Eye, Ear, Nose and Throat and Neuro- 
surgical Ward. . 

Maj. Edith F. Mowat will assume new duties as Chief Nurse at the Station 
Hospital in Carlisle Barracks, Pa., on 26 Feb. She has just completed a tour of duty 
in the Office of the Chief Nurse, Walter Reed General Hospital. 


Cost of Greenland Icecap Reseue—Secretary of Defense James Forrestal bas 
sent a letter to Senator Ferguson in reply to a request for the cost of the rescue 
from a Greenland icecap of twelve Air Force men on 28 Dec., 1948. In his letter 
Mr. Forrestal said: 

“The direct cost of the operation is comprised primarily of the equipment left 
on the icecap—that is, the C-47 which originally went down; a B-17 which was 
disabled in a rescue attempt; and two CG-15-A gliders. The gliders were new and 
are valued at a cost of $22,000 each. The B-17 and C-47, both old and types that are 
practically obsolete for military purposes, are valued, in flyable condition at $10,000 
and $20,000, respectively, at current prices as quoted by the War Assets Administra- 
tion. These items total $74,000, However, plans are being made to salvage all valuable 
equipment, such as instruments, radios, ete., when weather permits. Deterioration 
on the icecap is negligible, due to the dryness and cold, and successful salvage opera- 
tions will effect a considerable saving. ... When it appeared that helicopters would be 
required for the rescue, the Navy offered their services to the Air Force and these 
Services were accepted. It was estimated that seven days would be required to place 
the Saipan in position off Greenland ready for rescue operations. There was complete 
coordination between the Navy and Air Force throughout the operation. It is un- 
fortunate that the newspapers created the illusion of a race between the services, for 
such was not the case. Little additional expense to the Navy was incurred by this 
cooperation as the operating schedule of the Saipan was changed in consideration 
of the valuable training she received during the rescue operation and the overall 
fuel consumption of the Navy for the fiscal year will not be increased by the operation. 
Service personnel are paid regardless of the operating schedule.” 


Chief of Infantry?—In an editorial titled “Chief—or No Chief?” the Infantry 
Journal declares in its current issue that “the many who would like to have a 
Chief of Infantry deserve a clear and thorough explanation of why a Chief is not 
desirable—if he isn’t.” The editorial declares “there are reasons against and reasons 
for. In our opinion, the favorable reasons deserve more study—from the viewpoint 
of Infantry morale, esprit and prestige, than they have been given.” 

The publication’s editor contends that “it is an unquestionable fact that the 
Army continues to be highly conscious of branch, and we are all for that so long 
as we are to keep on having separate branches. The Journal will still argue for its 
own idea that all ground combat troops should have the Infantry name,” the edi- 
torial continues, “with the Infantry embracing what it does today, and the other 
presently separate combat arms called Infantry-Artillery, Infantry-Armor, Infantry- 
Chemical and so on. Which is one way of creating a single combat branch as dis- 
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tinguished from the Service troops.” 
Maj. Gen. John EB. Dahlquist, USA, Deputy Chief of Personnel and Administration, 
is president of the U. S. Infantry Association, which publishes the Infantry Journal.

Weighing but 45 pounds, compared with current field equipment that weighs 225 
pounds, the new portable teletypewriter is but one-fourth the size of the old, has 300 
fewer parts, is considerably stronger and consequently requires far less maintenance. 
The new equipment is capable of transmitting and receiving messages 66 per cent 
faster than existing types and will operate on both wire and radio circuits. It is water- 
proof and, should it be used in amphibious operations, could be floated onto a beach. 

The portable teletypewriter was developed by the Signal Corps Engineering 
Laboratories of Fort Monmouth, N. J., through a research and development contract 
with Kleinschmidt Laboratories, Inc., of Highland Park, II.

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Statements by Secretary Forrestal and Hook Pay Committee Members 


OLLOWING are texts of the state 

ments made to the House Committee 

on Armed Services this week by Secretary 

of Defense Forrestal and members of the 

Hook Commission in support of the 
Service pay increase bill: 





STATEMENT OF SECRETARY OF 
DEFENSE JAMES FORRESTAL 











“A gound structure for career compensa- 
tion I consider to be a cornerstone of our 
personnel policy for the armed forces in the 
years to come. It was for this reason that the 
pay study was given high priority from the 
outset. 

“No comprehensive study of the pay of the 
uniformed forces has been undertaken since 
1903. During the period which has intervened, 
approximately a dozen revisions have been 
made in the pay scales, but fundamental 
inequities have continued to exist, and the 
structure has been further distorted by piece- 
meal changes and a general failure to regard 
the problem as a whole—a failure to approach 
it from the standpoint of stimulating incen- 
tive to advancement throughout the services. 

“Moreover, it was apparent that a study of 
career compensation must not be limited to 
basic and special pays and allowances for 
services rendered while on active duty. In- 
surance, retirement pay, and survivor bene- 
fits must also be considered and evaluated. 
The existence, value, and desirability of the 
so-called ‘hidden benefits,’ such as post-ex- 
change and commissary privileges, and 
medical care, should be weighed against such 
major disabilities and unusual obligations as 
may be found to attach to military service. 
Only by such a comprehensive study could 
we hope to obtain the basic material as well 
as the breadth of approach to do the job 
as it should be done. 

“The decision to name a board consisting 
exclusively of civilians also eliminated any 
question of partiality or personal interest 
which might have handicapped a group made 
up in whole or in part of service personnel. 
We were most fortunate in obtaining the 
services of Mr. Charles R. Hook, Chairman 
of the ARMCO Steel Corporation, as Chairman 
of this Committee, as well as Father 
Cavanaugh, President of Notre Dame Uni- 
versity, Mr, Keith S, McHugh, Vice-President 
of the American Telephone Company and Mr. 
Lawrence H, Whiting, President of Whiting 
and Company and of the American Furniture 
Mart of Chicago. 

A Thorough Report 

“On December 10, 1948, after many months 
of intensive work, the Commission submitted 
to me its report on Career Compensation for 
the Uniformed Forces, The provisions of this 
report, together with certain decisions made 
by me after consideration of the Departmental 
comments on the report, have also been taken 
as the basis for a draft of legislation which 
has been prepared by my office and is now 
being considered by the Bureau of the Budget. 

“A brief examination of the report of the 
Commission should be sufficient to indicate 
the amount of time and effort which has 
been expended by the Commission, and the 
thoroughness with which they have explored 
every important aspect of the problem. A 
more careful examination will, I am confident, 
lead you to the conclusion that the Commis- 
sion’s analysis and recommendations are 
fundamentally sound, 

“A proposal as comprehensive as that con- 
tained in the report must necessarily impinge 
upon each of the three military services in a 
different manner and in varying degrees. I 
will not undertake to enumerate or discuss 
specific instances in which one or another 
service might be considered to be adversely 
affected by a particular provision of the Com- 
mission's report, I will simply say that I am 
satisfied that the Commission has carefully 
studied and weighed the effect of each of its 
recommendations upon each of the services 
involved, and that any seeming detriment to 
personne! of a particular department has been 
offset by other features of the program which 
would offer correlative benefits, 

“I will mention, however, certain differ- 
ences among the services concerning the re- 
tirement features of the program which were 
referred to me for a decision, since the resolu- 
tion of these differences involved a departure 
from the original recommendations of the 
Commission, These differences concern the 
applicability of the retirement provisions to 
personnel on active service on the effective 
date of the proposed law. 

Prejudice Some Rights 

“As originally submitted, the Commission's 
report proposed that this program should be 
made completely effective within a limited 
time so as to supersede completely the exist- 
ing provisions of law governing retirement. 
In commenting on this proposal, one of the 
Departments expressed the view that this 
might prejudice the rights of individuals now 
in the service, which might be considered to 
have already become virtually vested under 
existing retirement laws. In order to insure 
that no individual’s rights would be ad- 
versely affected I decided, for purposes of 





the National Military Establishment policy in 
this matter, to depart from the Commission’s 
recommendations to this extent: 

“Instead of providing for the immediate 
and complete superseding of the existing laws 
relative to retirement, I decided that we 
should recommend the extension of certain 
privileges of retirement at present rates and 
under present law to personnel in service on 
the effective date of the act, In substance this 
modification represents only a change in the 
dates upon which the act would become fully 
effective, and would for limited purposes ex- 
tend the provisions of the present law. In 
effect, what it amounts to is this: An in- 
dividual who is now in the service would be 
permitted to retire under existing retirement 
law, at existing rates of retirement pay; but 
he would also have the option of retiring 
at the increased rate of .pay which we hope 
the act will provide, in which event he would 
have to accept the revised retirement system 
provided for by the Commission's report. 

“I have approved the Advisory Commis- 
sion’s report with the modifications which I 
have just described, and the report as thus 
modified therefore represents the program for 
career compensation which the National Mili- 
tary Hstablishment has recommended to the 
Bureau of the Budget. The report itself was 
submitted to the Bureau of the Budget on 
December 15, 1948, and a draft of legislation 
to make its provisions effective has also been 
submitted to the Bureau of the Budget for 
study and evaluation and for information as 
to whether the recommendations can be said 
to be in confromity with the President’s 
program. The relatively few decisions I was 
called upon to make, as outlined above, were 
submitted to the Bureau of the Budget on 
January 28, and a final redraft of the pro- 
posed 'eg'-.ation was formally submitted to 
the Bureau on February 2nd. (The earlier 
draft of proposed legislation, which consisted 
of a translation into statutory langauge of 
all of the recommendations of the Hook Com- 
mission, was informally submitted to the 
Bureau of the Budget on January 7). 

“As I believe you know, the President’s 
Budget as submitted to the Congress contains 
provision for $400,000,000 to cover the cost of 
military pay increases, My statements today, 
however, do not relate to this item of $400,- 
000,000, but relate solely to the Commission's 
report, to my decisions thereon, and to the 
Military Establishment’s program as thus 
formulated. Since it is not yet known whether 
the proposed legislation which we have sub- 
mitted to the Bureau of the Budget is in 
complete accordance with the President’s 
legislative program, I cannot at this time 
express an opinion for the National Military 
Establishment concerning H, R, 2553, the 
specific bill before you, However, the Bureau 
of the Budget is currently engaged in a re- 
view of the proposed legislation and I am 
informed that an administration-approved bill 
will be available for presentation to the sub- 
committee of this committee when it com- 
mences its hearings next Monday.” 
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“T should like to explain briefly the method 
of our investigation and the philosophy which 
motivated us in the busy year during which 
the report was developed. At the same time, 
I would like to tell you about the way in 
which we proceeded and to present to you 
some of the basic considerations that af- 
fected our decisions. 

“Taking into consideration the size of the 
job, it was apparent to us we could not all 
devote a lot of time to the same subject. 
Each one of us, therefore, agreed to take the 
lead and sponsor a certain part of the pro- 
gram, 

“Surveys were made to determine the com- 
pensation of positions in civilian fields at 
comparable levels of responsibility and tech- 
nical requirement, Insofar as the manage- 
ment field is concerned, we do not have knowl- 
edge of any other study of this kind and 
scope having been made before, It has taken 
months of most careful investigation and 
cooperation on the part of the chief execu- 
tives of our major industrial institutions to 
gather this information, 

“To arrive at a pay scale that would at- 
tract and retain the men and leaders which 
our national security requires, the Commis- 
sion decided to construct a military com- 
pensation scale on the scales paid for com- 
parable civilian responsibilities, so far as 
practicable, By survey and proper adjust- 
ment, it obtained current data on civilian 
pay ranges not only for nonsupervisory em- 
ployees but for management, This principle 
departed from traditional methods of estab- 
lishing military pay, but we, of the Com- 
mission, consider it essential to have such 
a:foundation to insure success for the mili- 
tary establishment under present and prob- 
able future conditions. 

Pay Comparisons 

“Rates for positions comparable to those 
held by officers were obtained from selected 
large firms whose structure and method of 





operation would be deemed similar to the 
huge military establishment by comparing 
the descrfptions of military jobs within each 
level with those in industry. As you know, 
no private industry comparison could be 
made with the combat arms, but since a 
great majority of Service personnel are not 
now in combat branches, it was possible to 
select jobs in fields well known and easily 
identitied in business. Job descriptions cover- 
ing military duties were, therefore, developed 
in the eight fields of finance, transportation, 
construction, cemmunications, selected manu- 
facturing, warehousing and procurement, 
armament and mechanical equipment produc- 
tion, that is, ordnance, and ship building. 
The firms which cooperated with us deter- 
mined whether the job descriptions we fur- 
nished were identical with or closely com- 
parable to those used within their organiza- 
tions, and, if so, furnished us the rates and 
ranges payable during the early part of 1948. 
Where no comparable descriptions were avail- 
able, the firms ‘slotted’ our descriptions into 
their organizations if in their opinion such 
jobs would reasonably fit, and then indi- 
cated, on the basis of their wage and salary 
structure, what the pay would be. On the basis 
of the data so obtained, we prepared weighted 
averages for each level of military responsi- 
bility and drew a smooth curve, which 
seemed to us an adequate representation of 
civilian income for comparable responsibility. 

“With respect to enlisted personnel, we 
were fortunate in having available the cur- 
rent surveys of the Army and Air Force 
Wage Boards covering over two million 
workers chiefly in the manual and trades 
occupations which corresponded closely to 
the work performed by the privates, cor- 
porals and sergeants, and their counterparts 
in the other Services. We then estimated for 
enlisted personne! the value of the free goods 
and services which the Army or Navy sup- 
plied such as food, clothing and shelter, and 
arrived at a pay scale which inciuded both 
real pay and free goods and services, which 
seemed to us comparable to civilian cash 
payments, 

“Recognizing that advancement through 
the military grades does not follow the pat- 
tern of advancement in industry, we modi- 
fied the industrial wage and salary range for 
responsibility concept in industry by us- 
ing a range for each military grade which 
is a composite of proper pay for responsi- 
bility plus a far less significant factor for 
total length of service. In addition, for pur- 
poses of administrative simplicity, the pay 
scales were constructed so that payments cov- 
ering periods of less than a month would be 
made without involving complicated per- 
centages and fractions, 

Enlisted Pay Higher 

“Although we have endeavored to match 
the military curve with the civilian curve 
throughout, it will be noted that the recom- 
mended pay for enlisted personnel including 
an estimated $108.00 per month for the lowest 
4 grades representing free goods is consis- 
tently higher throughout their careers than 
comparable pay in industry. This was done 
in recognition of the fact that a good portion 
of their income is not in cash and that some 
leeway Was necessary to offset the removal! of 
certain special pays which many enlisted 
persons now receive, Most important, how- 
ever, was the determination of the commis- 
sion to develop a plan which would attract 
and hold qualitied personnel, On the other 
hand, in the officer grades it will be noted 
that although at the outset, military pay 
exceeds civilian pay, the recommended com- 
pensation for officers in the rank of colonel 
and above falls below that for comparable 
civilian positions. At this stage the accrual of 
retirement benefits becomes significant and 
such benefits as proposed in our plan are far 
more generous than those usually provided 
in industry. At this time also I should like 
to mention that our survey was taken at a 
time when the pay of executives whose duties 
correspond to the colonels and general officers 
is relatively high since it is based on gross 
compensation and includes in many cases in- 
centive compensation based on earnings which 
are related to corporate sales and gross cor- 
porate income, which is quite high during this 
post-war period. As all of you know, com- 
pensation of this group is unstable and is 
materially reduced when business falls off. 
This is a traditional pattern in American 
industry and probably will prevail in the fu- 
ture as well, 

“It was only after we had determined on 
a proper pay for each level that any cost 
estimates were made, And here I want to 
emphasize my belief that proper pay provides 
proper leadership and guarantees the oppor- 
tunity for a satisfactory career and is more 
important to the nation than the small per- 
centage of the budget that would be saved 
by cutting here, 

“Using force figures as of November 1948, 
these recommendations would increase total 
pay costs by 14.2% or 440 millions of dollars 
for the military establishment. These impact 
costs will be materially reduced in succeeding 
years as due to the savings provision it will 
take some time for all the special pays to be 
eliminated. My colleague will speak to you 





on this point in some detail, 
Protect Tax Payers 

“Throughout our study we recognized that 
it was as important to protect the interests 
of the tax payer as to protect the interests 
of the man in service. In view of my own 
position, and I think I may also speak for 
my colleagues, it is only natural that we 
would consider the effect which our proposa} 
might have on the ultimate cost of Govern- 
ment and, in turn, the possible effect on taxa- 
tion to support these costs. We are fully aware 
of the fact that what we propose would im- 
mediately add about four hundred million 
dollars to the expense of operating the mili- 
tary establishment, We agree unanimously, 
however, that this additional burden is essen- 
tial and, indeed, feel that this cost is slight 
compared to the ultimate costs which may be 
incurred if we do not now provide means for 
attracting and keeping the best qualified men, 

“We members of the Commission are what 
might be termed generally managers of one 
sort or another, and are keenly aware of the 
need for good management in any enterprise. 
The scales we recommend for officers par- 
ticularly and the costs involved, we regard 
as a sound investment in good management. 
Experience shows that well trained leaders 
and executives, who should be highly paid 
in accordance with their responsibility, gen- 
erally save money in the long run. We, there- 
fore, strongly urge you to retain the pattern 
of pay which we suggest to insure the best 
of administration and the most capable lead- 
ership. Even if the total military budget, 
within your wisdom, must be curtailed at this 
time or later, we feel that savings should be 
made elsewhere and not at the expense of 
responsible leadership. 

“As a result of this study I believe the 
recommendations made provide adequate 
compensation at all levels, for the work any 
serviceman may be called upon to perform 
It provides an inducement to seek advance- 
ment and assume responsibility in the Uni- 
formed Forces. In the military establishment 
in particular the responsibility of manage- 
ment is enormous, The property value alone 
runs into billions of dollars, I have been fur- 
nished an estimate that places these values at 
approximately, 40 billion for the Navy, 22 
billion for the Army, and 13 billion for the 
Air Force. 

“To this must be added the billions spent 
annually for current expenses, Enterprises of 
this magnitude require top-flight manage- 
ment and in my opinion it would be very 
shortsighted policy to deprive the Services 
of adequate leadership by failing to provide 
an adequate pay. In addition, the very s&e- 
curity of the nation depends on the com- 
petence of our military leaders, and the well- 
being of the hundreds of thousands of our 
young men in Service is contingent upon 
proper administration and this can never be 
any better than the men who do the adminis- 
tering. 

Disregarded Income Tax 

“In view of the Commission’s determina- 
tion to base military pay on corresponding 
civilian pay and provide comparable careers, 
it seemed to us that the impact of income 
tax on military pay was not a subject for 
consideration, The Commission felt that with 
the granting of proper pay and comparable 
opportunity, the soldier and officer should 
undertake an equal responsibility to support 
himself and his dependents and participate 
in the cost of Government as a tax payer. 
Accordingly no attempt was made to adjust 
the proposed pay because of the existence 
of a war-time tax concession which the mili- 
tary enjoyed until January 1949. Although 
in some very few cases military personnel 
who paid little or no tax during the war 
may find that their take-home pay is about 
the same, or possibly slightly less following 
enactment of the Commission’s program, the 
Commission did not regard tax amount and 
tax policy as within its province, 

“Taxation policy is developed for the 
American people as a whole and is subject 
to change for a variety of reasons, Indeed, 
during the course of our study taxes on in- 
comes were revised and, if any attempt had 
been made to provide a scale which would 
fluctuate in accordance with tax incidence. 
our scales would have had to undergo revi- 
sion, Manifestly no pay structure which is 
based on a sound pattern and which is 4 
reflection of a career system can be tampered 
with as taxes are raised or lowered or ex- 
tended to different groups of people. More- 
over, to the extent that taxes may be im- 
posed as part of a general economic policy 
predicated on a recognized system of earn- 
ings, adjustment of earnings to meet taxes 
might well defeat any such policy. 

“The Commission found that the present 
pay structure was characterized by a variety 
of unrelated pays, allowances and benefits. 
Inequities among the Services and within each 
of the Services was the natural result of this 
history of piece-meal legislation, Not only are 
different laws applicable in many cases t0 
each of the Services, but differences in ad- 
ministration, legal requirements affecting 
promotion, authorized and actual strength. 
integration policy and budget permit the 
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Pay Bill Testimony 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
spectacle of higher pay for lesser responsi- 
bility and the pyramiding of pays without 
regard to relative authority and responsi- 
bility. Although the Pay Readjustment Act 
of 1942 attempted to provide a uniform pay 
system for the seven Services, the objective 
has not been attained because of significant 
variations in career possibilities within the 
Services and different concepts concerning 
certain positions, The Army warrant officer, 
for example, is treated in a markedly differ- 
ent manner from his counterpart in the 
Navy. The Pay Readjustment Act, moreover, 
did not affect separate pay scales, the exist- 
ence of which further distort the concept of 
equal pay for equal work. In addition, the 
unanticipated expansion of certain segments 
of the military establishment because of the 
war deepened the contrast. The Air Force, 
perhaps, affords the best example of rapid 
growth and variance from the normal pro- 

motion system. 
Limited Longevity 

“The outstanding fault, however, is found 
in the emphasis placed on length of service 
in the compensation now provided, Thus a 
lieutenant colonel may draw the same pay 
today as a brigadier general although his 
responsibility and importance is considerably 
less, ‘Such over-laps in pay frequently per- 
mitting junior officers to earn as much as 
an officer 2 or 3 grades higher or permitting 
an enlisted man to earn as much as or more 
than a field grade officer cause dissatisfac- 
tion and are, in the opinion of the Commis- 
sion, completely unwarranted, 

“For this reason the Commission decided 
that a percentage increase could not correct 
existing inequities and would simply post- 
pone the overhauling of the pay system which 
we have attempted in our study, The cost 
of living increase would, of necessity, be a 
percentage increase, whether flat or varying 
and would constitute an improper solution 
to this problem, The Commission’s recom- 
mendations, it is hoped, produce a framework 
in which there is due regard for increased 
responsibility. Appropriate differentials be- 
tween grades are suggested and ranges 
within each grade are constructed so that 
there will be no over-lap if the promotion 
scheme is properly administered, and very 
miner over-laps even in the event of stag- 
nation. ' 

“The Commission is presenting an inte- 
grated program which should be considered 
as a whole, Bach part has a clear and definite 
relation to the whole and to every other part. 
The total is aimed at the principal objective 
of attracting and holding in service person- 
nel adequate in numbers and capabilities. 
It is my belief that the proposal represents 
a proper balance between the basic and spe- 
cial pays and allowances and the retirement 
and death benefits, 

“In the course of our study individuals 
and groups have importuned us to give spe- 
cial consideration to certain features of pay 
or benefits. For example, considerable em- 
phasis has been placed upon the apparent 
necessity for extending the period during 
which length of service increases could be 
added in the junior grades because of ‘the 
numbers of officers in those grades with con- 
siderable service. Obviously such a conces- 
sion would result in continuing a distorted 
pay structure over a long period of time to 
meet a temporary problem. With respect to 
retirement benefits, similar demands have 
been made to continue certain early retire- 
ment features, although no good reason has 
been advanced which would be consistent 
with the philosophy underlying the Commis- 
sion’s benefit program. 

“It is important to bear in mind that each 
feature of the Commission’s plan has been 
thoroughly considered and checked against 
the needs of the Services. I firmly believe 
that the parts fit properly and add together 
to make a sound career program for the man 
who chooses a military career, The selection 
or special emphasis of a particular feature, 
or the elimination of certain pays, or per- 
centage reduction of the compensation sug- 
gested for certain grades or specia] duty may 
well upset a carefully planned structure.” 
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“With the Committee’s permission, I plan 
to discuss briefly the recommendations of the 
Commission covering proposed retirement 
benefits, severance pay and death benefits. 

“T have prepared a. statement covering these 
features of the Commission's recommenda- 
tions which I would like to file with the Com- 
mittee, with the permission of the Chairman. 

Approach to the Problem of Retirement 
Benefits, Severance Pay and Death Benefits 

“In the beginning our study, which took 
more than a year, it was necessary, of course, 
to analyze carefully all phases of the existing 
retirement system including severance pay 
and death benefits and to determine the views 
of all of the Services as to what changes in 
the present system they thought best, It was 
clear at the start that we needed the most 
expert advice we could get in this connection 
and the Commission accordingly retained the 
Wyatt Company, Actuarial Consultants, and 





had the benefit of their advice and suggestions 
including, especially, that of the actuary, Mr. 
W. R. Williamson, former consultant to the 
Social Security Board, throughout the study. 
During the course of the study, a number 
of others expert in the field advised on some 
of the many difficult problems involved. 

“In planning a retirement program, it is 
of the greatest importance that the philosophy 
and purpose on which it is founded is sound 
and will remain sound for the future, There 
are a number of purposes which can be sug- 
gested as a basis for a retirement plan for 
the members of the Uniformed ‘Services, For 
example, its structure may be important in 
attracting and holding the right kind of 
men; a retirement program may be considered 
necessary to meet the Government's social 
obligations with respect to its employees; 
or it may be urged that it is essential as an 
aid in administration, i.e., without such a 
program, men who are undesirable or who 
cannot advance in grade, cannot readily be 
separated from the Services. Finally, it can 
be urged that a sound retirement plan is es- 
sential to meet the superannuation problem, 
using this phrase in its broadest possible 
sense, 

“In the Commission’s opinion, the purpose 
of meeting the superannuation problem is 
basic to sound thinking with respect to a re- 
tirement program, All the Services have com- 
pulsory retirement at a fixed age. One can 
hardly disagree that the Services must be 
kept alert and vigorous if they are to per- 
form successfully in critical times, They can 
searcely be kept alert and vigorous and pro- 
vide the kind of leadership necessary to win 
wars unless service personnel are compelled 
to retire from active service before they are 
too old; this, in turn, cannot be accomplished 
unless appropriate retirement benefits are im- 
mediately available, 

“A study of military retirement programs 
as far back as can be traced indicates that 
his concept was uppermost in the minds of 
So who established them. And this funda- 
mental concept makes sense to the taxpayer 
who finally pays the bill—and it will be a 
substantial bill—because he can understand 
that it is just plain good business for him 
and is in his interest. 

“The Commission's plan covering the prob- 
lems of voluntary and involuntary retirement 
and disability retirement is, therefore, based 
on this fundamental principle, The proposed 
death benefit plan is a logical corollary; it 
considers the problem of the dependents of 
those who die in active service or after re- 


. tirement, 


Classes or Types of Retirement 

“It may be helpful briefly to define the 
various classes or types of retirement as used 
in the Commission’s report. Service retire- 
ment includes the cases of all individuals who 
retire by right upon attaining certain length 
of service and age conditions prescribed by 
law. They may be voluntary in the case of 
men who retire prior to the compulsory re- 
tirement age, or involuntary in the sense 
that a compulsory rule requires retirement. 

“Involuntary retirement as used by the 
Commission normally contemplates the case 
of « man who has to leave the service whether 
he wishes to or not, e.g., an officer who fails 
to qualify for the next higher grade and who 
has sufficient length of service and age under 
the law to be entitled to retirement pay. 

“Disability retirement covers those persons 
no longer able to serve because of disability 
and who are entitled to retirement pay. 

The Present Retirement System 

“A few comments should first be made about 
the present retirement system. 

“Present law provides that an officer can 
request retirement after 20 years of service 
without regard to age. Normally an officer 
with this length of service would be about 42 
years of age. We think it unreasonable that 
such an officer should be granted retirement 
with a life annuity at such an age when dur- 
ing the next 10 or 15 years he should be in 
his prime in contributing to his Government 
the results of years of training and experi- 
ence, The option to grant the request should 
not be left to the whims of the then current 
administrator. Nor is this early retirement 
necessary as an administrative tool to elimi- 
nate undesirable men; good management does 
not need a crutch of this kind to effect separa- 
tions that are in the interest of the service. 

“Under the present law officers can be re- 
tired for disability on % of base and longev- 
ity pay regardless of length of service. For 
example, where a disability occurs to a young 
flyer directly in the line of duty, the Com- 
mission fully agrees that a lifetime annuity 
is in order; where disability results from 
ordinary human ailments which may make 
the man unfit for military service under some 
circumstances, but which scarcely limits his 
activity in civil life, the Commission believes 
that there is no justification for a life annuity 
in any amount unless certain minimum length 
of service conditions are met, Appropriate 
severance pay should be adequate in such a 
case, 

“Present law makes no provision for dis- 
ability retirement for reservists on active 


duty less thari 30 days or who suffer injury 
during inactive duty training, or for enlisted 
men with less than 20 years’ service. The 
Commission believes such conditions should 
be corrected, 

“There are many other difficulties in the 








present retirement system which time does 
not permit going into today. 

Basis for the Proposed Retirement System 

“The Commission’s recommendations pro- 
pose a retirement pay, severance pay and 
death benefit program which it believes fits 
the needs of the Services and is not a radical 
departure from the present system. There is 
admittedly some general tightening of quali- 
fications for retirement and these, subject to 
the limitations in the differences in problems 
involved, are in line with the best practices 
found in industry, The plan is based on equal- 
ity of treatment for all ranks. It lays stress 
on length of active service which we believe 
should be fundamental in the design of such 
a program. Finally, we believe that, if adopted 
by the Congress, the retirement program to- 
gether with the pay proposals should be help- 
ful in eliminating differences in treatment and 
practices between the Services and in further- 
ing unification. 

Recommendations for Service Retirement 

“The Commission recommends retaining the 
multiplier of 2%% of final active duty pay 
per year of service as under the present law. 
It should be remembered that the pay base 
for using this figure is not the total com- 
pensation which the man receives but rather 
his base and longevity pay alone, It does 
not include allowances, which in the case of 
officers amounts to from 1/5 to 1/3 of total 
compensation and in the case of enlisted men 
from 1/3 to %&. If these allowances were in- 
cluded for purposes of computation of re- 
tirement pay, the 244% figure would range 
from 14%% to 2% of total compensation. 

“We propose that where an officer has at- 
tained age 60 he will have the right to retire 
if he has had 20 years of service but at 
younger ages he must have 30 years of serv- 
ice and then can retire only with the approval 
of the head of the department. 

“There is in limited operation now, and it 
is the Commission's understanding that the 
practice is to be extended, a so-called ‘at- 
trition’ plan which forces officers out of the 
service if they fail of selection for promotion 
after a specified number of years in grade. 
These men may have good qualities but due to 
the limited number which can be promoted 
under law, they fail to make the grade for 
selection, Such a circumstance is rarely met 
with in industry and obviously calls for 
some special consideration with respect to 
retirement, The Commission accordingly has 
recommended in such cases that certain op- 
tional retirement or severance pay arrange- 
ments be available to men subject to in- 
voluntary retirement after 20 years of service. 

“Present law permits enlisted men to re- 
tire after 20 years of service, The Commis- 
sion proposes to limit this provision to men 
who have reached age 50 and have 20 years of 
service, An alternative provision permits en- 
listed men with 30 years of service to retire 
without regard of age. These proposals would 
be effective for all new enlistments, Present 
retirement rights of enlisted men now in 
service are retained during current enlist- 
ment periods. 

“The Commission has recommended service 
credit allowance for ‘constructive’ service for 
integrated officers as provided under present 


law to the extent that such service affects 
involuntary separations and disability. 
“In order to protect officers who might 


under present law have the right to request 
retirement, we have recommended that such 
persons who have 20 or more but less than 
30 years of active service have the right to 
submit application for retirement under the 
present law for a period of 5 years following 
date of enactment, and, should this be de- 
nied, to resubmit the request at any time 
thereafter. 

Disability Retirement Recommendations 

“The needs of the Uniformed Services un- 
doubtedly compel recognition in many cases 
of a different set of standards as to physical 
condition than in many activities in civil life. 
Thus a minor heart ailment might be no 
practical disability in many occupations in 
civil life, but might be serious in many duties 
in the Army, Navy, or Air Force, While it 
seems proper, therefore, to recognize different 
standards for disability retirement, it is also 
a fact that when men are retired from the 
Uniformed Services—especially if this occurs 
at younger ages—they then become part of 
the civilian population and are then judged 
in their new life by civilian rather than mili- 
tary standards, A retired Army officer with 
a heart murmur is, for practical purposes, 
no different than thousands of civilians with 
Similar difficulties and he should be equally 
acceptable in any activity in civilian life for 
which he is qualified. 

“The Commission has recommended, there- 
fore, that the general standards applying to 
disability retirement in the Uniformed Serv- 
ices follow those now so well established by 
the Veterans’ Administration. These stand- 
ards measure, in effect, the degree of disabil- 
ity impairment for civil life. Admitting that 
the degree of disability, in some cases, is 
difficult to judge, the plan seems on the whole 
to have worked out reasonably well under the 
policies and practices adopted by the 
Veterans’ Administration, 

“The Commission has proposed, therefore, 
that a minimum impairment of 30% be neces- 
sary for disability retirement—those with less 
than this degree of impairment and who are 
separated from the Services to receive sever- 
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ance pay—and that periodic physical ex- 
aminations be eontinued during the first five 
years of disability retirement, If during thie. 
time he is found physically qualified for aec- 
tive duty and has not reached age 60, he 
should be returned to active duty; if not 
qualified at the end of five years, he is to be 
considered permanently on the disability list. 
Types of Disability 

“The Commission recommends separate 
consideration of disability cases between oc- 
cupational or service-connected cases on the 
one hand, and non-occupational or non-serv- 
ice-connected cases on the other. Thus the 
young flyer who is injured in the perform- 
ance of his duty early in his service career 
is most certainly a service-connected case and 
is entitled to consideration for disability re- 
tirement; but the young officer or enlisted 
man who contracts an ordinary civilian dis- 
ability or disease while in service is scarcely 
entitled to a life annuity at the expense of 
the taxpayer unless he has had at least some 
minimum length of service. The Commission 
has proposed 15 years as a minimum length 
of service to establish a career basis in such 
cases, and that the retirement pay shall be 
computed with respect to length of service 
instead of the present flat 75% of base and 
longevity pay which applies in all cases. 
For cases of service-connected disability and 
for those non-service-connected cases having 
15 years or more of active service, disability 
retirement pay is to be 24% of base and 
longevity pay for each year of active service 
with a minimum of 50% of such pay. Per- 
sons retiring for non-service-connected dis- 
ability with less than 15 years of active serv- 
ice would receive severance pay based on their 
length of service. Members of Reserve com- 
ponents on active duty or on inactive duty 
training would be treated like the Regulars. 
There is no provision for retirement pay for 
members of the Reserve components who are 
disabled for ordinary civilian causes unless 
on extended active duty with more than 15 
years’ service, 

“We have proposed that an officer or en- 
listed man can only receive disability retire- 
ment pay from the Federal Government from 
one source in order to prevent duplication of* 
payments by the Uniformed Services and by 
the Veterans’ Administration (or other Fed- © 
eral agencies). He can, however, elect to take 
whichever benefit he considers best. The Com- 
mission recommends that if a person has 
reached an agé and length of service condi- 
tion to qualify for voluntary service retire- 
ment, he should be so classified even though 
he may be retired for disability, We believe 
that this recommendation will eliminate a 
type of case under the present laws which 
has been criticized, 

“Present law discriminates between en- 
listed men and officers for disability retire- 
ment purposes, the enlisted man now being 
unable to qualify for disability retirement if 
he has less than 20 years of service. The Com- 
mission’s recommendations fully equalize the 
treatment between enlisted men and officers. 
Contributory vs Non-Cortributory Retire- 

ment Plan 

“Before leaving the retirement question I 
would like to speak briefly about one phase 
of it to which the Commission gave long con- 
sideration, namely, the relative merits of a 
non-contributory plan for retirement and a 
contributory plan, i.e., one in which members 
of the Uniformed Services would have deduc- 
tions made from their pay toward such a plan. 
Whatever the merits of a contributory retire- 
ment plan may be in industry, the Commis- 
sion believes that the non-contributory plan 
is far preferable with respect to this situa- 
tion. Essentially the Government is on a pay- 
as-you-go basis, that is to say, no matter what 
bookkeeping is undertaken with respect to a 
retirement system, the benefits and costs of 
administration are direct charges against the 
revenues available from taxes, To set up a 
contributory plan for all the individual mem- 
bers of the Uniformed Services would mean 
the keeping track of, in detail, the amounts 
contributed by each individual and would 
clearly involve a very large and costly ad- 
ministrative burden, It seems far better to us 
and much more economical for the taxpayer 
to make authorized retirement payments di- 
rectly to the individual concerned and save 
the useless and expensive operations which 
would be necessary with a contributory plan. 
Sev Pay R 

“By ‘severance pay’ we mean payments, 
usually in a lump sum, made to persons 
separated from the Services involuntarily. 
I do not mean, of course, cases of dishonor- 
able discharge or separation for disciplinary 
reasons. The industrial parallel might be con- 
sidered to be cases of lay-offs where there is 
not enough work to go around, In addition, 
as pointed out earlier, the Services have one 
condition not normally met with in industry, 
namely, the case of officers forced out by the 
attrition process. I also understand that the 
Army proposes to extend the attrition plan to 
the higher enlisted grades. 

“The Commission believes that the flat scale 
of severance pay per year of service in the 
present law is unduly generous for the early 
years of service, and does not properly recog- 
nize the increasing career element of long 
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service, Accordingly it has recommended a 
sliding scale of increasing values with in- 
creased length of service, This scale is at the 
rate of 4% month's basic pay per year of serv- 
ice after the first year of service through 
4 years, plus one month’s pay per year of 
service from 5 through 9 years, plus 1% 
month’s pay per yeur of service after 10 years. 
We have proposed a maximum of 2 years’ 
base and longevity pay, regardless of length 
of service. After a severance payment has 
been made, the Government would have no 
further obligations to the individual, except 
that for 1 year following separation he is 
covered by the propused death benefit, which 
I will discuss next, 
Death Benefit Recommendations 

“Present law provides a death gratuity 
equivalent to 6 months’ base and longevity 
pay if death occurs in active service, Beyond 
that, the present enlisted man or officer must 
look to National Service Life Insurance or 
commercial life insurance or to his savings, 
when giving consideration to the welfare of 
his dependent survivors, If he has seen serv- 
ice in World War I or World War II certain 
beneficiaries may also be eligible to payments 
from the Veterans’ Administration. As these 
latter payments are relatively small, he may 
judge them to be insufficient for the purpose, 

“The Commission believes that where an 
officer or enlisted man dies in active service 
or after retirement, the Government as an 
employer has at least certain limited obliga- 
tions. Such limited employer responsibility 
is widely accepted by thoughtful employers 
in industry, The Congress recognized this 
principle by providing below-cost insurance 
up to $10,000, during both wars. 

“National Service Life Insurance has been 
continued since V-J Day. It served a good 
purpose in time of war; but whether in war 
or in peace, it is cumbersome, complicated to 
administer, and unduly expensive to all 
branches of Government concerned, 

“The Commission believes that Govern- 
ment’s obligation respecting the survivor 

roblem can best be handled by a direct pay- 
ment to certain designated dependents of men 
who die in active sedvice or die while on the 
retirement rolls. Such payments would be 
limited te the widow or widower, children 
under 18, and parents, When the spouse re- 
marries, when children attain age 18, and 
after the death of parents, payments would 
cease. Payments would be made monthly at 
the rate of active duty or retired pay, re- 
spectively. In no case would they exceed $10,- 
000 for deaths in active service or on dis- 
ability retirement or deaths of those in- 
voluntarily separated from the Service within 
the first year after such separation. The 
qualified beneficiaries of other persons on the 
retired rolls would receive a smaller maximum 
amount, 

Non-Taxable Benefits 

“The Commission has recommended that 
death benefits be non-taxable income to the 
beneficiary. 

“The Commission sincerely believes that the 
plan it recommends will reasonably take care 
of the Government's obligation respecting 
the survivor problem and in the long run will 
be sounder and cheaper, in peace and in war, 
than the continuation of the present death 
gratuity and of National Service Life Insur- 
ance, It recommends strongly, therefore, the 
adoption of this proposal providing National 
Service Life Insurance be closed to future 
entrants. It would not favor adding all or 
any part of its proposal for what might be 
ealled ‘free’ insurance, on top of National 
Service Life Insurance, and _ respectfully 
wishes to withdraw its recommendation as to 
death benefits should the Congress determine 
that National Service Life Insurance should 
be continued as to future entrants, 

“I wish to be clear that we have no thought 
of recommending that present policies under 
National Service Life Insurance be in any 
way disturbed, 

“We believe that the death benefit plan 
recommended in the Commission’s report is 
sound, is in the best interests of the Service 
and in the best interests of the taxpayers. 

“I cannot leave this particular subject with- 
out a brief reference to one phase of the 
survivor problem to which the Commission 
gave much attention, namely, pensions for 
survivors, After long and serious considera- 
tion it was our unanimous conclusion that 
we could not and should not recommend such 
pensions, and that all things considered, the 
death benefit plan recommended by the Com- 
mission ‘was fair and equitable. The Com- 
mission is unwilling to recommend any form 
of continuous life arauities to survivors of 
Service personnel, I believe that the Secretary 
of Defense is arranging for further study of 
this question. 

Cost of Recommended Retirement, Severance 
Pay, and Death Benefit Program 

“It is admittedly difficult to estimate with 
accuracy the cost of a retirement, severance 
pay, and death benefit program, One needs 
to know, for example, what size force is to be 
considered (present and ultimate), what rate 
of turn-over may be expected, the rate of re- 
tirement (including, of course, the effect of 





possible changes in the compulsory retire- 
ment ages or in the promotion systems), the 
rate of disability, the rate of mortality and 
the number and kind of qualified beneficiaries 
after death. Distribution of Service personnel 
by age becomes an important factor, and this 
may be very different in some ultimate period 
from today’s distribution. 

“The Committee will appreciate, therefore, 
that the best that can be done is to take all 
factors into account so far as this is prac- 
tical. This has been done with the assistance 
of the most competent advisors we could 
secure, and the subject is covered at some 
length in the Conmission’s report—Chapter 
5—and even more in detail in the Appendix. 
I think I can best summarize the effect of the 
Commission’s proposals in this area by say- 
ing that the changes in benefit structure from 
that under present law increase the cost to 
the Government very little, Thus under our 
so-called ‘high costs estimates’ the increase 
for retirement benefits, severance pay and 
death benefits is $27,000,000 annually, and 
under our ‘low costs estimates’ it is $3,000,- 
000 annually, These costs are for an ultimate 
force in the Uniformed Services of 500,000. 
If you believe that this ultimate force will be 
1,000,000, you can double the figures, 

Increased Costs 

“I would like the Committee to be clear 
that the increased costs I am speaking of 
relate only to the benefit structure, Thus it 
is obvious that if your Committee recom- 
mends and the Congress approves higher pay 
for officers and enlisted men, as recommended 
by the Commission, these increases in them- 
selves would increase the cost of benefits 
whether under the present law or under the 
Commission’s proposal, Or, stated another 
way, if the Commission’s benefit proposals 
were applied to present pay scales, the benefit 
costs would be less than the totals shown in 
Chapter 5 of our report. 

“The Committee will recall that our pro- 
posals equalize the treatment between enlisted 
men and officers fur disability retirement 
benetits. Making the enlisted man with less 
than 20 years’ service eligible for disability 
benefits adds a substantial amount to the cost 
of the proposed retirement plans, Such en- 
listed men are presently eligible, under some 
circumstances, to disability benefits under 
Veterans’ Administration laws; there would 
be no duplication if the Commission's pro- 
posals become effective. 

“There is not time to go into the cost ef- 
fects in detail, or to the effect on individuals, 
although Chapter 5 and the Appendix to the 
report amply cover, I believe, these matters. 
Retirement plans are expensive. Sometimes 
they do not cost much at the beginning, but 
their ultimate costs may be very large. It 
may interest the Committee to know, for ex- 
ample, that in the case of the non-flying of- 
ficer, under present law it would be necessary 
to accrue between 52% and 54% of the aver- 
age buse and longevity pay of all such officers, 
without interest, in order to have a sum ade- 
quate to meet the retirement pay of those 
officers who eventually qualify and receive 
retirement pay. Under the proposed plan these 
costs would be reduced as a percentage of 
average pay to somewhere between 44% and 
53%, rspectively. The proposed plan, however, 
increases the corresponding figures for en- 
listed personnel from a range of 46% to-69% 
of present pay, to a range of 50% to 74% of 
proposed pay, 

“To sum up, so far as costs are concerned, 
I think it would be fair to say that if the 
recommendations of the Commission are fol- 
lowed, the proposed benefit structure is little 
or no more expensive than the present struc- 
ture for any given scale of pay, It is possible, 
in my judgment, that if the new plan is ad- 
ministered well, it might cost less than the 
present plan, although we have been conserva- 
tive in our estimates in this respect. In any 
event, we believe it to be far sounder than the 
present arrangements and generally more 
equitable. We also believe that it is better 
adapted to maintaining alert and vital Uni- 
formed Services.” 
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I have been deeply interested in the prob- 
lems of military personnel since World War 
I when it was my privilege to serve as Per- 
sonnel Officer at General Pershing’s Head- 
quarters at Chaumont. As a business man, 
I have long realized the close connection be- 
tween ‘men, materials, and money.’ No matter 
what walk of life we consider, efficient per- 
sonnel management depends upon adequate 
compensation for the responsibility assumed 
and the task performed. The successful manu- 
facturer or business man does not entrust 
the management of his business to poorly 
paid executives or his expensive equipment to 
poorly paid mechanics. 

“As a part of our study we included the pay 
systems of foreign armies and navies, and the 
development of our own present pay schedules. 

“The most salient fact brought out by our 
analysis of foreign pay systems was the in- 
fluence of the national social fabric and of 
tradition on military compensation. In those 
nations with a rigid social caste system in 
which the officer corps was restricted to cer- 
tain social strata, pay as such seemed to be 





low. However, special allowances and priv- 
ileges more than counter-balanced this. It was 
patent that the foreign pattern did not fit the 
American services which are democratic in- 
stitutions in a democratic country. This is true 
in peace when we depend upon a volunteer sys- 
tem and it is also true in war when we resort 
to selective service. The officer corps of the 
services is made up of men from all walks of 
life. During peacetime there are practically no 
men of independent means in the services. 
They come from the same families and the 
same schools which produce the nation’s lead- 
ers in business, the professions, politics and 
other public service. Many of them started as 
privates. This is certainly in the American 
tradition and should be fostered. If this sys- 
tem is to be retained and if top leadership is 
to be assured, it is necessary that the poor boy 
as well as the wealthy boy be able to seek 
service in the military as a career. 


History of Service Pay 

“Mr. Hook has outlined for you what the 
proposed pay scales are and how they were 
developed by a consideration of what pay 
scales are for similar tasks and responsibilities 
in contemporary civilian life. A comparison 
with the present scales shows considerable 
variations in the amounts and percentages of 
increases in the basic compensation which we 
considered to be only pay, longevity, ration 
and quarters allowances. The history of pay 
legislation during the last forty years and 
particularly since 1940 explain why. Up until 
1908 we discovered there had been no uniform 
system of paying the services. In that year 
a comprehensive survey was made and new 
scales set to bring the pay of the services into 
line with each other and with contemporary 
civilian life. Since that time, however, all pay 
legislation has been predicated on solving a 
specific momentary problem. In 1922 the pay 
readjustment act was dominated not only by 
the necessity of remaining within a budget 
figure previously set but also by the necessity 
of trying to equalize the pay of two services 
with widely divergent promotion systems. The 
Navy had relatively rapid promotion, the Army 
was faced with a period of virtual stagnation. 
For that reason the principle of pay for grade 
was violated. This most startling result of this 
was the same pay for a lieutenant colonel, a 
colonel and a brigadier general. 

“No change was made in the pay system, ex- 
cept-for temporary reduction during the height 
of the depression, until 1940 when a private’s 
pay was raised from $21.00 to $50.00 because 
of the passage of the Selective Service Act. 
The compulsory induction of hundreds of 
thousands of men of all ages into the service 
made the change necessary. Instead of young 
men of 18 entering the service as a career, 
mature men with commitments at home were 
being inducted. It was patent that an im- 
mediate increase was necessary in the lowest 
grade. In 1942 came a new pay readjustment 
act. Again, the Congress faced with a problem 
of properly taking care of the great numbers 
of officers and men of all ages coming directly 
from civil life had to take immediate action. 
There was certainly no time for full considera- 
tion of the problem of pay. This pay act raised 
the pay of enlisted men, of second lieutenants, 
took off the limitations hitherto existing in 
other grades, and granted longevity for re- 
serve service. It restored foreign service and 
sea pay because of enforced separation of men 
from families for indeterminate periods. In 
1946 the present scales were adopted. In the 
face of rapidly rising prices it was deemed 
necessary to obtain relief for those most 
sorely pressed. Percentage increases varying 
from 50% for the lowest grade to 10% for the 
highest grade were enacted. 

Pay Structure Unbalanced 

“The result of all these different acts taken 
together was to unbalance the pay structure, 
unduly weight longevity, and fail to reward 
adequately top management. In addition, the 
character of the services: have changed in the 
last 40 years. The rapid mechanization of all 
services had greatly increased the need for 
technicians and research men. Certain tasks 
require greater skill and greater potentiality 
than ever before. 

“So far I have discussed basic pay and 
allowances. That is, the compensation afforded 
all members of the services regardless of loca- 
tion or special type of duty. The commission 
found however that this did not cover total 
compensation. Many millions of dollars are 
being paid out for special pays and allowances. 
We found in some cases a justification for spe- 
cial pays, but we also felt that as many as 
possible should be dispensed with if there was 
to be a sound system of compensation for per- 
sons at all levels and in all services. 

Special Pays to be Retained 

“The special pays which we felt should be 
retained were these : 

a. Hazard-incentive pay for certain types 
of duty 

b. Sea and foreign service pay for en- 
listed men only 

ec. Inducement pay for volunteer service 
by Physicians and Dentists 

d. Reenlistment bonus 

e. Special pays for convenience of the 
service 
Special Pays te be ‘Abolished 

“The special pays or allowances which we 
felt were unecessary or inequitable and should 
be abolished were these: 

a. Cooks pay for Marine Corps 
b. Mail clerks in Navy, Coast Guard and 





Marine Corps 
. Stenographer-reporters fees in _ the 

Army 
d. Special pay for Marine band, for sery- 

ing as a messman, or for caring for a 

mount 
e. Aides pay 
f. Pay for receiving certain decorations 

in all services and for Expert and Com- 
bat Infantrymen in the Army 
. Marksmanship pay for all services 
. Dependents allowances 
Reenlistment furlough travel 
Flight Pay 

“A great deal of study was put on the prob- 
lem of hazard, pay for flying, submarine and 
airborne duty. The recommendations of prev- 
ious boards, of representatives of the services, 
and practice in foreign services were all con- 
sidered. After reviewing al! of these, the Com- 
mission agreed upon the following principles: 

“a. It was necessary to retain a special pay 
as an incentive for individuals to engage in 
and remain in certain hazardous duties. 

“b. Such pay should not be on a percentage 
basis because that permitted pyramiding at 
higher grades and at higher salary levels far 
beyond the inducement required and beyond 
the needs of the services in terms of encourag- 
ing officers and men to accept hazardous 
duties. 

“Based on these principles, the commission 
adopted a scale for flying of military aircraft 
and for assignment as members of a submarine 
which varies from $100 per month for second 
lieutenants to $210 per month for colonels 
and a flat sum of $100 per month for general 
officers. In general, the rates of hazard pay for 
these services is the same as is now received 
for grades of lieutenant to colonel. It is much 
lower for general officers. For enlisted men on 
these duties, the rates vary from $30 to $75 
per month, and correspond in general in same 
ratio to regular pay as for officers. 

Parachute, Glider, Submarine 

“Parachute and glider duty has always 
been paid for on a flat basis of $100 for officers 
and $50 for enlisted men. This has worked well 
as an incentive and was retained. Submarine 
rescue work, experimental! diving, handling of 
lepers, demolition work and flying as observ- 
ers is put on the same basis. Deep sea diving 
is at present paid for on an hourly basis, as 
is the custom in civil life, and that system is 
retained. 

“Our considerations were directed, of course, 
to peacetime. In time of war, hazard is not 
restricted to these fields. The unpaid drudgery 
and extreme hazard of the Infantrymen in the 
last war caused much bitterness. It is im- 
possible to foretell the areas of hazard in 
future war, but the commission believes that 
the President should be authorized in time of 
war either to eliminate all hazard incentive 
pay, or to extend it to other conditions or 
areas in order to equalize pay treatment for 
such duty. 

“Finally, the commission feels there must 
be a constant review of regulations governing 
hazard pay. The present pruposals must not 
be looked upon as the final and permanent 
word on this subject. 


Sea Duty and Foreign Pay 

“Extra pay for duty at sea or in foreign 
possessions existed over a century prior to 
1922. Gradually, however, the amounts were 
reduced and in 1922 it was abolished. It was 
revived in 1942 as a temporary wartime bene 
fit and was continued as a permanent provision 
in the Pay Readjustment Act of that year. 
The real reason for this special pay has never 
been clear. Originally, sea pay was considerel 
as regular pay rather than extra pay on the 
theory that naval officers and men were per- 
forming full duty when at sea. In did serve 
in lieu of rental allowances, which were first 
authorized in 1878. Overseas pay was original- 
ly considered as necessary to offset higher 
living costs outside continental limits of the 
United States. 

“The commission, after considering all as- 
pects, concluded that sea duty for naval per- 
sonnel as well as oversea duty for Army and 
Air Force, although doubtless involving in- 
convenience, and in some cases hardship, 
should be considered as part of the normal 
career, and if a proper career pay was adopted 
could be dispensed with. If in some foreign 
stations unusual expenses were incurred, such 
unusual expenses could be reimbursed under 
the post and duty allowances rather than by 
paying a fixed sum in all foreign stations. 

“Sea and foreign service pay was retained 
for enlisted men, but instead of being on a per- 
centage basis was made a flat rate increase of 
$15.00 per month. Whatever inconveniences 
or unpleasantness is caused by such service is 
not in proportion to grade or rating, but is 
felt equally by all personnel. 

“The 80th Congress enacted a law provid- 
ing extra pay of $100 per month for doctors 
and dentists who volunteer for active service 
for one year or more within the five-year pe 
riod beginning 1 Sept. 1947. The main rea- 
son for this increase was the fact that service 
pay was insufficient to attract doctors and 
dentists in view of the emoluments obtainable 
from civilian practice. In spite of the increased 
rates proposed by the commission, it is be 
lieved this is still true and therefore retention 
for the time being of this special inducement 
pay is recommended. It is highly desirable that 
all personnel receive equal pay for equal grades 
and responsibility. Therefore, this special pay

should be eliminated when it is practicable to 
obtain the necessary number of doctors or 
dentists for the service. Surely in time of 
war when all citizens must be prepared to 
assist in defense of their nation there should 
be no preferred class regardless of whether 
they volunteer or are inducted for service. The 
commission feels that the inducement of an 
extra hundred dollars per month should not 
be paid for service as an intern, which is now 
the situation. It does believe that doctors and 
dentists should receive constructive credit for 
pay purposes for the years spent in post- 

graduate work. 
Reenlistment Bonus 

“Another inducement pay which we feel 
should be retained is the reenlistment bonus. 

“Retention of trained men is _ highly 
desirable. Short term enlistments are costly 
because of the time lost in transportation and 
retraining. Instead of basing the bonusontime 
served, however, it is felt that the bonus should 
be based on the length of period for which 
a man contracts to serve in the future. Thus, 
the rate will vary from $20 per year to $60 
per year of reenlistment period contracted 
for. 

“All services today are authorized to give 
special pays to cover costs involved in dis- 
charge of needy or disciplinary cases. For ex- 
ample, the Navy and Marine Corps give $25 
to needy enlistment men discharged for good 
of service; all services grant $10 to men dis- 
charged because of being under age or because 
of fraudulent enlistment. Similarly, all pay 
$3.00 to $5.00 to cover personnel expenses of 
men whose pay: is withheld for disciplinary 
reasons. Finally, the armed services give 
separation pay for unused leave. The com- 
missions believe these special pays should be 
retained but that there should be standardiza- 
tion among the services. 

“T listed a number of special pays which 
should be abolished. In general these special 
pays were instituted because of some peculiar 
reason existing at the time in a particular 
service. Institution of new pay schedules will 
permit the abolition now of these special pays. 
This will simplify the pay structure and make 
for uniformity. There is one special allowance 
which I wish to mention in greater detail. 
That is the present Dependents Allowances 
granted by the Act of 1942. This was neces- 
sary during the period when great numbers 
of men with families were being inducted into 
the service. These allowances are proportioned 
to size of family, disregarding all other fac- 
tors, and are broadly extended to include not 
only wives and children but also to parents, 
brothers, sisters, and others with established 
dependency status. Thus they violate all 
principles of pay for grade or responsibility. 
There are cases of privates receiving $350 per 
month in addition to food and clothing be 
cause of such allowances. Although necessary 
in time of war they should not be retained 
any longer. The proposed pay scale is based 
on the proposition that career soldiers should 
be paig sufficient to maintain a family. The 
young recruit coming into the service should 
be unencumbered. He should not assume de- 
pendents until he has reached a status where 
his skill and experience is such that proper 
Pay regular allowances will justify marriage. 

“The amount of money recaptured or saved 
by the abolition of all unnecessary special 
pays and allowances is considerable. Generally 
it is impossible to abolish special pay once 
granted because of the individual’s feelings of 
vested rights. The proper time to do so is 
when new pay scales are adopted. 


Career Compensation Plan 

“The members of the commission feel that 
this career compensation plan will help secure 
that leadership and skill. It wipes out the in- 
equities and anomalies which have grown up 
through uncoordinated special allowances and 
Pays. It is inevitable that the abolition of 
such emoluments will give rise to claims and 
counter-claims on the part of individuals now 
enjoying such special emoluments. However, 
ho corrective action would ever be possible if 
all special privileges now available were to be 
retained and an increased pay placed on top 
of them, The cost would be prohibitive. In 
our opinion every able and successful enlisted 
man and officer will benefit from the proposed 
Plan on the basis of his complete career. A 
few may find that this plan gives no increase 
immediately. Where that is the case it is be- 
cause the present emoluments composed of pay, 
longevity, and special allowances are out of 
line for the task performed or responsibility 
held. Thus the recruit or apprentice seaman, 
althongh not receiving an increase for the pe- 
Tiod of his basic training, will for anentire en- 
listment receive considerably greater pay than 
at present providing he has the skill to merit 
the advances open to him. Likewise the more 
Senior enlisted man or officer who because of 
& combination of longevity, sea or foreign serv- 
ice pay and hazard pay now receives as much 
or even slightly more than the new pay scale 
gives him, may feel he has been discriminated 
against. However, the grades ahead of him 
will carry better compensation and the con- 
version of allowances into basic pays will in- 
Sure the career man a better retirement and 
greater total compensation for his entire 


r. 

“In conclusion it is desired to emphasize 
that this is a career compensation plan. It is 
& balanced program which corrects past in- 








equities. We feel most earnestly that changes 
in any part of the plan must be most carefully 
considered if an unbalanced is to be avoided. 
If this pattern which we recommend is sound 
then it should be possible in the future to 
raise or lower basic compensation in accord- 
ance with general economic trends. We do not 
consider the proposed scales as inviolate for- 
ever. We feel that as in industry, there should 
be continuing review of salaries and wages as 
well as of all related personnel problems to 
prevent the continuation of old inequities or 
the growth of new ones. The commission notes 
with considerable gratification the fact that 
the Secretary of Defense has already estab- 
lished a Personnel Policy Board in his office 
for the purpose of obtaining uniform prac- 
tices in the National Military Establishment.” 





Pay Hearings Open 
(Continued from First Page) 
cers pay would be increased more than 
that of enlisted personnel, there were fre- 
quent references by the witnesses to that 
phase of the report. Mr. Hook, chairman 
of the Commission pointed out: 

“The scales we recommend for officers 
particularly, and the costs involved, we 
regard as a sound investment in good 
management. Experience shows that well- 
trained leaders and executives, who 
should be highly paid in accordance with 
their responsibility, generally save money 
in the long run. We, therefore, strongly 
urge you to retain the pattern of pay 
which we suggest to insure the best of 
administration and the most capable 
leadership ; even if the total military Wud- 
get, within your wisdom, must be cur- 
tailed at this time or later, we feel that 
savings should be made elsewhere and 
not at the expense of responsible leader- 
ship.” 

Mr. Whiting, too, spoke on this subject, 
saying that: “It is not a valid claim 
that the brass is getting the better of this 
proposed pay increase—it is not. Any man 
that will sit down with a pencil and 
a piece of paper will find very quickly 
that we have given and put the emphasis 
on the increases to the enlisted man and 
that he will be better treated than in any 
other army in the world. In 1946, general 
officers received their first increase in 
basic pay (10 per cent) since 1908. A 
major general or a rear admiral paying 
taxes and other deductions will take home 
less money than he took home in 1908 out 
of his service pay.” 

Likewise, Mr. McHugh pointed out, 
that: “At the grade of lieutenant colonel, 
the military begins to draw less pay on 
the average than a civilian. The civilian 
pay after a man becomes 43 or 45 years 
old as a rule goes much higher than mili- 
tary pay.”

He participated in many expeditions 
and engagements with Insurgent forces on 
the Island of Luzon until February, 1901, 02 
2 Feb, 1901 he was commissioned a first lieU- 
tenant of Cavalry in the Regular Army.

Brig. Gen. Claudius Miller Easley, USA 

Reburial services for Brig. Gen. Claud- 
ius Miller Easley, who was killed in ac- 
tion in Okinawa on 19 June, 1945, were 
held in Arlington National Cemetary on 
23 Feb. with Chaplain George F. Rixey 
officiating. ; 

General Easley was born at Thorpe Springs, 
Tex., 11 July 1891, but grew up in Waco, Tex. 
He graduated from the Agricultural and Me 
chanical College of Texas in 1916 and went 
at once into active service as a second lieuten- 
ant with the Texas National Guard on the 
Mexican border until he was commissioned 
in the Regular Army in 1917. 

He was considered one of the outstanding 
rifle shots of the Army, and climaxed a career 
in that field which began at Camp Perry, Ohio, 
in 1910 by serving as captain of the Infantry 
rifle and pistol teams in 1937-38-39. 

Service schools which General Easley at- 
tended were the Infantry School, the Command 
and General Staff College, and the Army War 
College. He served as an instructor in the 
Weapons Section of the Infantry School 1930- 
34. He had one tour of foreign service in Ma- 
nila, 1922-24, and one tour of duty on the War 
Department General Staff 1940-42. 

General Rasley commanded for a short time 
the 325th Regiment of the 82nd Infantry Di- 
vision which he left to become the Assistant 
Division Commander of the 96th Infantry Di- 
vision at the time of its activation, August, 
1942. He served with that organization until 
the time of his death. 

“Vor exceptionally meritorious conduct” 
General Hasley was awarded the Legion of 
Merit at the close of the Leyte campaign dur- 
ing which he had been wounded by sniper fire. 
On 8 May 1945 he was awarded the Silver 
Star for gallantry in action on Okinawa Is- 
land. Also, he was awarded, posthumously, an 
honorary degree of Doctor of Laws by the 
Agricultural and Mechanical College of Texas.

Lt. Gen. Roy Dee Keehn, attorney and 
a retired commander of the Illinois Na- 
tional Guard, died 22 Feb. in Chicago at 
the age of 71. 

General Keehn served as commander of the 
Thirty-third Division of the Illinois National 
Guard from 1927 until his retirement in 1940. 
In 1941 his retired rank was advanced by 
Gov. Dwight Green from major general to lieu- 
tenant general “as a recognition of a distin- 
guished service record with the state guard.” 

His son, Roy D. Keehn, jr., of Hinsdale, was 
appointed chief of staff of the Thirty-third Di- 
vision with the rank of colonel a year ago. 

General Keehn organized and drilled a mili- 
tia company during the Spanish-American War, 
but the services of his company were never 
required. 

General Keehn studied law at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. While attending the univer- 
sity he became a campus reporter for the 
Hearst papers and gained the recognition of 
the publisher. He served as assistant corpora- 
tion counsel for two years, 1905 to 1907, before 
being named attorney for the Hearst papers. 

During the first World War he was a major 
in the Judge Advocate Department. Mustered 
out of active service, he continued in the Offi- 
cers Reserve Corps, and in 1923 was appointed 
Judge Advocate of the Illinois National Guard, 
with the rank of lieutenant colonel. 

On 17 Feb. 1927, former Gov. Len Small 
appointed him Major General of Militia and 
Commanding Officer of the Thirty-third Divi- 
sion, Illinois National Guard, to succeed Milton 
J. Foreman. 

In July, 1934, Mr. Keehn was so severely 
injured in an automobile accident that it was 
necessary to amputate his right arm. Despite 
this disability, he retained his position in the 
National Guard until April, 1940, when he re- 
signed. 

Mr. Keehn married twice, his second wife 
being the former Ellen Henderson. She sur- 
vives, as do another son, Kent, and a daugh- 
ter, Kay.

Financial Digest 

Continued reports of increasing unem- 
ployment, together with declining prices 
of many commodities, have occasioned 
some concern lest a recession, freely pre- 
dicted in some quarters, may now be in 
sight. However, most economists agree 
that what is at hand is a readjustment, 
not a recession, a leveling-off of prosper- 
ity, not a deflation. 

Roger Babson, the veteran financial 
analyst who foretold the 1929 economic 
collapse, was quoted this week as pre- 
dicting a price decline, but not a depres- 
sion. Circumstances tending to arrest the 
upward inflationary spiral include the 
gradual depletion of individual wartime 
savings and the fact that production has 
largely overtaken demand. Factors tend- 
ing to cushion any rapid downward move- 
ment include government insurance of 
bank deposits, unemployment and old age 
benefits, farm price supports and govern- 
ment expenditures for national defense 
and foreign aid. 

The present unemployment figure of 
about 3 million is considerably greater 
than last year, but paradoxically the to- 
tal employed is also greater than last 
year. The explanation is that the total 
work force of the country has increased 
materially during the last twelve months. 
In considerable part the layoffs are sea- 
sonal. In another month employment on 
farms and in construction industries is 
expected to show a substantial increase. 
With larger quantities of building materi- 
als available at lower prices, contracts al- 
ready let this year for heavy construction 
are fifty per cent in excess of those for 
the same period last year. 

The beneficial effects of the European 
Recovery Program are now becoming evi- 
dent in several foreign countries. In Eng- 
land industrial output is 20 per cent larger 
than in 1939 and agricultural production 
is 25 per cent greater. British officials 
attribute this favorable situation directly 
to the influence of the Marshall Plan aid 
furnished by the United States.

Merchant Marine 


Approximately 206 merchant-type ves- 
sels were under charter to the.U. S. Army 
as of 27 Jan., latest figures at the Mari- 
time Commission reveal. Of this number 
the Army has 54 ships that were trans- 
ferred directly from the USMC-owned 
fleet, 28 privately-owned vessels time- 
chartered on a per diem basis, and 124 
USMC-owned ships bareboated to private 
operators and re-chartered from private 
operators by the Army on a time-charter 
per diem basis, being used principally for 
movement of cargoes for the relief of the 
civilian population in Bizonia, Germany, 
Japan, Trieste, Austria, and China. 

Exclusive of ten strictly passenger ves- 
sels, the Army owns outright 57 passenger 
and cargo combination vessels, each with 
a lift of approximately 6,000 tons, and 
it also owns outright 24 cargo ships with 
an approximate lift of 9,000 tons each. 
In the first category of 54 ships trans- 
ferred directly to the Army by the Mari- 
time Commission, about 18, according to 
USMC records, are in the service of 
SCAP, and are not being used for 
commercial-type cargoes. The balance of 
the 54 are used in services which are 
considered as competitive with privately- 
owned vessels. USMC officials have ob- 
served that SCAP purchases materials, 
particularly coal, on a C.I.F. basis, in 
which case bidders figure on the employ- 
ment of foreign-flag ships, with the re- 
sult that U. S.-flag ships have been used 
less extensively. On the other hand, the 
Commission cites that when SCAP sells 
goods, it sells on an F.O.B. basis thus 
U. S.-flag ships have been unable to get 
much of this business, most of which 
would have been of particular benefit to 
those lines operating in the Pacific trade. 

New Maritime Program 

A Long Range Program designed to 
create economic conditions which will en- 
able private shipping to build, success- 
fully operate and maintain a_ strong 
American Merchant Marine adequate for 
the nation’s economic and national secur- 
ity, was submitted this week to the Hon- 
orable S. O. Bland, Chairman, House 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries Commit- 
tee, by the President of the National Fed- 
eration of American Shipping. 

The program consists largely of amend- 
ments to clarify and liberalize the 1936 
Merchant Marine Act, and to modernize 
the Act to meet the changed shipping 
conditions during the last 13 years. It 
would aid in the building and operation 
of new, modern ships, principally passen- 
ger types, needed to balance the U.S. 
merchant fleet, and to serve as military 
auxiliaries for national defense.

risk assumed while at the same time provid- 
ing adequate insurance coverage of $30,000 
at normal rates to assure suitable mainte- 
nance of families of those killed in the proper 
performance of flying duty.” 

The Interdepartmental Committee, com- 
posed of representatives of the Treasury, 
War, Navy, and Commerce Departments and 
of which Brigadier General C,. E. Kilbourne 
was the War Department representative, 
among its recommendations, somewhat gen- 
eral in nature, concluded that it was imprac- 
ticable to differentiate between different de- 
grees of hazard; that additional compensation 
for flying was essential; that any change in 


existing rates (50 per cent of base pay) should q 


be made only after careful study; and that 
some form of insurance should be provided. 

The Callan Board agreed also that it was 
impracticable to differentiate between various 
degrees of hazard and that flying hazards 
justified increases in pay, recognized a stress 
and strain hazard in addition to the danger 
of accident or death, and concluded that while 
some method of compensation other than 50 
per cent additional base pay might be desir- 
able, it could not be gained without extensive 
legisiation. It accepted a top limitation of fly- 
ing pay of $2,875 per year recommended by 
the Navy. 

The Federal Aviation Commission in Janu- 
ary 1935 recommended that Government in- 
surance be made available for reserve officers 
in amounts substantially greater than $10,000. 
This commission also recommended the pay- 
ment of $500 as a bonus upon termination of 
duty to Air Corps reserve officers on extended 
active duty. 

The act of 16 June 1936 provides for the 
payment of a bonus of $500 to officers of the 
Air Corps Reserve upon the termination of 
not less than 3 years of active duty. 

All great powers have recognized the neces- 
sity for extra pay for personnel of their air 
services, whether by the establishment of 
separate pay rates, by flat allowances for vari- 
ous grades, by percentage allowances, or by 
special allowances based on hazards involved. 
(See exhibit No. 3). Some of the rates of 
flying pay given show highly preferential 
treatment of flying personnel over non-fiying. 

Commercial air transport companies have 
established relatively high pay schedules for 
pilots. How much of the pay compensates for 
skill and experience and how much for haz- 
ards cannot be determined. However, it is 
reasonable to assume that hazards were con- 
sidered to a greater or lesser extent, even 
though the degree of hazard is undoubtedly 
less than for military flying. 

The necessity for granting adequate com- 
pensation for unusual occupational hazards is 
recognized by the Navy Department in estab- 
lishing rates of additional pay for submarine 
service. 





Remark Brings Transfer 

Capt. Ross A. Dierdorff, USN, has been 
transferred from his pubiic relations post 
at San Diego to general courts martia! 
duty in the 12th Naval District, follow- 
ing his widely quoted remark that Sena- 
tor Harley M. Kilgore (D-W. Va.), was 
not fit for Rear Adm. Bernhard H. Bieri 
“to wipe his shoes on.” 

The remark reportedly was made by 
Captain Dierdorff after Admiral Bieri, 
his commanding officer, had been shifted 
from command of the 11th Naval District 
to a post on the United Nations, at the 
reported instigation of Senator Kilgore. 

Senator Kilgore, who recently visited 
the 11th Naval District, while Admiral 
Bieri was still in command there, was 
said to have been displeased by the fact 
that U. S. sailors were visiting Tiajuana, 
Mexico. He reputedly recommended that 
Admiral Bieri have the Mexican border 
closed, but the Admiral replied that edu- 
cational programs and not closing of 
borders was the way to keep sailors 
moral. 





New Research Aircraft 

Designated as the Model 7002, the 
Air Force’s newest research airplane, 
equipped with a swept-back wing of 60 
degrees, is now being tested at Muroc 
AFB, Calif. It was built by Consolidated 
Vultee Aircraft Corp., San Diego, Calif. 

The Delta wing is triangular shaped 
and incorporates elevons in the trailing 
edge of the aileron and elevator action. 
This eliminates the need for a tail sction. 
A vertical stabilizer and rudder are pro- 
vided to give added directional control 
and stability. 





Air Force “Sweet Tooths” 
Regulations concerning the establish- 
of pastry bakeries at Air Force installa- 
tions have been published. AFR 146-8 out- 
lines procedures for establishing the 
pastry facilities. 








Civilian Component 
Developments 

Highlighted by release of the unap- 
imous report of the Army’s Committee on 
Civilian Components, which rejected the 
Gray Board’s earlier recommendation for 
Federalization of the National Guard, the 
past week saw these significant develop- 
ments affecting civilian components of the 
Army and Air Force. 

1. Recommendation by the Army’s top- 
level committee, headed by former Sec- 
retary of State James F. Byrnes, for ex- 
pansion of the National Guard and Organ- 
ized Reserve Corps programs to a strength 
of 1,054,300, of which 579,300 would be 
ORC and 475,000 National Guard. 

2. Broadening of the study by the Air 
Force Committee under Lt. Gen. Elwood 
R. Quesada and redefinition of its objec- 
tive, reportedly motivated by National 
Guard objection to an initial press re 
lease. 

3. Disclosure by General Hoyt S. Van- 
denberg, Air Force Chief of Staff, of plans 
for expansion of the AF reserve program. 

4, Convening of the annual conference 
of the Adjutants General Association late 
this week in Washington to consider such 
matters as the legislative program, Na- 
tional Guard troop basis and the Eber- 
stadt Committee report. 

5. Announcement that the Nationa) 
Guard has organized 80 per cent of the 
Army units in its full troop basis. 

Byrnes Committee Report 

Potentially applicable to more than 1,- 
000,000 men, the reported submitted by 
the Byrnes Committee now is slated for 
detailed analysis by the General Staff 
Divisions, including the “Section Five” 
Committee on National Guard and Re- 
serve Policy, according to Secretary of the 
Army Kenneth C. Royall. 

The report warns emphatically that 
“our full strength must be maintained to 
preserve the peace of the world,” and as- 
serts that “until we achieve universal 
military training, the nation will not be 
fully prepared.” 

Refuting the Gray Board’s proposal for 
Federalization of the National Guard, the 
Byrnes Committee declares: “As a pre- 
requisite to any solution to the maximum 
utilization of our present reserve force 
structure, it is essential that our Nation- 
al Guard and Organized Reserves be built 
up. The integrity of each of them must be 
maintained. Each of them must receive 
the complete and enthusiastic support not 
only of the Regular Army itself but of the 
people as a whole.” 

The Committee says that provisions of 
the Selective Service Law should be made 
applicable to the reserve components and 
recommended that the Army Recruiting 
Service assist recruiting for the reserve 


| components. 





For the National Guard, the Committee 
proposes that there be 13 divisions at 75 
per cent strength and 14 divisions at 4e 
per cent strength, with officer strength, 
however, to be at full T/O&E authoriza- 
tions. 

The troop basis of the ORC, as pre 
sented by the Committee, would be ad- 
justed to provide 25 Class “B” divisions, 
with 46,900 officers and 50,000 enlisted 
men. 3 

In addition to the 27 divisions, the Na 
tional Guard would have separate Regi- 
mental Combat Teams and non-divisional 
support type units to bring its aggregate 
strength to 475,000. — 

The ORC, in addition to the 25 div 
sions would have 24,000 officers and 125, 
400 enlisted men in combat support units; 
72,000 officers and 170,000 enlisted men in 
service support units; and 51,000 officers 
and 40,000 enlisted men in T/D units.
